State 
regulators 
raid SOMA 
gay bar

S tate regulators raided the South of 
Market gay bar My Place last 
weekend and cited six patrons for 
lewd conduct. The men are expected 
to appear in court in January and the 
bar’s liquor license will be reviewed at 
that time. 

In the meantime, the bar wiU re¬ 
main open. 

Andrew Gomez, the district ad¬ 
ministrator for the Department of 
Alcohol and Beverage Control, said 
Friday night’s action is the culmina¬ 
tion of a seven-month investigation 
looking into complaints of sexual acts 
taking place inside the bar. 

“A licensee is responsible to pro¬ 
hibit and prevent certain actions from 
happening in their establishments less 
they are subject to violations of their 
license,” he said. “If these acts do take 
‘place on the premises, it subjects their 
ABC license to disciplinary action.” 

As the Bay Area Reporter first re¬ 
ported in May, ABC officials notified 
My Place that it was under surveil¬ 
lance after the agency received anony¬ 
mous complaints about drug use and 
lewd conduct inside the bar. Power¬ 
house, another bar in SOMA, was also 
notified that it, too was under surveil¬ 
lance due to similar complaints. This 
week Gomez said the Powerhouse 
case has been closed out and that “we 
have only gotten recurring com¬ 
plaints with this location,” referring to 
My Place. 

According to bar patrons and My 
Place’s manager, undercover agents 
began handcuffing men around 11:30 
p.m. Friday, November 14, after the 
state regulators witnessed patrons en¬ 
gaging in sex in the bar’s bathroom. 

Witnesses said the agents cor¬ 
doned off a back hallway smoking 
area and questioned the men for 
more than 30 minutes. One man, who 
was engaged in oral copulation in the 
bar’s bathroom, said he was cited for

Gay marriage victory 
in Massachusetts 


Community warned of backlash from the right

T he Massachu¬ 
setts Supreme 
Judicial Court 
has finessed the 
issue of gay marriage. It 
agreed Tuesday that 
same-sex couples have 
the right to wed but left 
it to the state Legislature 
to determine how that 
will be carried out. It 
gave lawmakers 180 days 
to do so. The approach is 
similar to one taken by 
the Vermont court in ad¬ 
dressing that same issue. 

A decision on the 
case, known as 
Goodridge v. Department 
of Public Health, had 
been expected months 
ago, but it was issued on 
November 18. The 4-3 
decision was closer than 
most observers had an¬ 
ticipated. 

The majority opinion, written by Chief 
Justice Margaret H. Marshall, said, “The 
Massachusetts Constitution affirms the dig- 


failed to identify any 
constitutionally ade¬ 
quate reason for deny¬ 
ing civil marriage to 
same-sex couples.” 

Reviewing state mar¬ 
riage law and its imple¬ 
mentation, the ruling 
summarized, “In short* 
for all the joy and 
solemnity that normal¬ 
ly attend a marriage 
[the law] governing en¬ 
trance to marriage is a 
licensing law.” 

It rejected the state’s 
argument that procre¬ 
ation is the primary 
purpose of marriage. 

“The judge in the 
Superior Court en¬ 
dorsed the [procre¬ 
ation] rationale, hold¬ 
ing that ‘the state’s in¬ 
terest in regulating mar¬ 
riage is based on the tra¬ 
ditional concept that 
marriage’s primary pur¬ 
pose is procreation,”’ 
the court said. “This is incorrect.”

Speaking out 

25 years after Harvey Milk's murder, Dan White's 
defense lawyers discuss controversial case

A quarter century 
after the assas¬ 
sinations of San 
Francisco Mayor 
George Moscone and gay 
Supervisor Harvey Milk, 
the trial of Dan White - the 
disgruntled ex-supervisor 
who murdered the two 
men - still reverberates in 
the city, particularly in the 
gay community. Many feel 
that White, a former po¬ 
liceman and firefighter, got 
away with murder after he 
was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter in May 1979, 
based in part on his de¬ 
fense team’s groundbreak¬ 
ing trial strategy that saw 
testimony by psychologists 
and psychiatrists who told 
the jury that White suf¬ 
fered from depression and 
often binged on junk food, 
including Twinkies. In the 
ensuing years, much has 
been made of the so-called 
Twinkie defense, as well as 
the mistakes made by pros¬ 




ecutor Tom Norton. 

On Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 12, as part of a weeklong 
series of events marking the 
anniversary of the Novem¬ 
ber 27,1978 slayings of Milk 
and Moscone, White’s two 
defense attorneys took part 
in a panel discussion at the 
University of San Francisco 
and were fairly candid in 
talking about their famous 
former client. White, who 
served just over five years in 
state prison for the killings, 
was paroled to Los Angeles 
County in January 1984. On 
October 21, 1985, after re¬ 
turning to San Francisco, 
White committed suicide by 
hooking up a garden hose to 
the exhaust pipe of his car 
in the garage of his home. 
He died of carbon monox¬ 
ide poisoning at the age of 
39. 

White’s attorneys, Dou¬ 
glas R. Schmidt and Stephen 
J. Scherr, were joined on the 
stage at USF’s Presentation 
Theatre by Jim Hammer, 
the openly gay San Francis¬ 
co assistant district attorney

who was the lead prosecutor in the trial of 
Robert Noel and Marjorie Knoller, the cou¬ 
ple whose dogs attacked and killed lesbian 
Diane Whipple in 2001. Hammer’s participa¬ 
tion added much to the discussion, and was a 
stark reminder of how times have changed in 
the district attorney’s office over the last 25

Healthy HIVers may not 
escape viral brain damage

T hankfully, the news was not 
as bad as it originally 
seemed. Nevertheless, the 
joint research efforts of San Fran¬ 
cisco Veterans Affairs Medical 
Center and the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco have re¬ 
vealed that antiretroviral drugs 
may not prevent brain damage in 
people with HIV. 

“Brain Damage Found in HIV 
Patients on Antiretroviral Thera¬ 
py,” stated the initial press release 
from the institutions on Novem¬ 
ber 13. “Researchers have found 
significant damage in the brains of 
HIV-positive patients whose viral 
load is effectively suppressed by 
antiretroviral therapy.” 

The release was almost imme¬ 
diately edited to read, “Study finds 
subtle brain damage in some HIV 
patients in drug therapy.” 

Some who received the initial 



release believed it to mean that 
HIV treatments caused extensive 
brain damage. In actuality, the re¬ 
port’s intent was to show that even 
in patients on'HIV medications, 
brain damage from HIV can 
occur. 

A spokeswoman from SF- 
VAMC said the word choice of 
“significant” in the original release 
reflected a statistical significance, 
but did not accurately reflect 
everyday usage of the word. The 
release was therefore edited so as 
not to cause alarm or overstate 
study findings. 

The full study, published in the 
November 14 issue of NeuroRe¬ 
port, is one of the first of its kind 
to compare brain activity and be¬ 
havioral responses between HIV¬ 
negative people and HIV-positive 
people on antiretroviral treat¬ 
ments. 

It has long been known that 
HIV can penetrate the blood/brain 
barrier while HIV medications 
largely cannot. The virus has also 
been known to produce neurolog¬ 
ical abnormalities in the nervous 
system, including the brain, which 
can progress to AIDS dementia, 
which before the advent of anti¬ 
retrovirals afflicted about 20 per¬ 
cent of people with HIV. 

Since the widespread usage of 
HIV treatment, AIDS-related de¬ 
mentia cases have sharply de¬ 
clined. But the drugs do not elim¬ 
inate the virus, leading researchers 
to ask whether HIV-related brain 
damage could still occur in those 
with suppressed viral loads. 

The study included 78 subjects 
- 39 each of HIV-positive and - 
negative people - and used a com¬ 
bination of MRI brain imaging, 
recording of electrical brain activ¬ 
ity, and behavioral tests. Whether 
or not the HIV-positive subjects 
were virally suppressed, all sub¬ 
jects were healthy with no appar¬ 
ent symptoms of HIV, and all had 
been on antiretrovirals for at least 
three months. 

The biggest difference in test 


results between groups came from 
the brain wave recordings; during 
a computer task, HIV-negative 
participants registered a surge 
shortly after appearance of the 
task’s first image, while waves re¬ 
mained nearly flat among HIV¬ 
positive participants. Lack of re¬ 
sponse is often an indication of 
damage to the basal ganglia, ac¬ 
cording to the study’s lead author 
Linda Chao, Ph.D., “a part of the 
brain that coordinates motor be¬ 
havior and one of two brain struc¬ 
tures where HIV tends to concen¬ 
trate.” 

MRI measurements also 
showed that the brain’s thalamus 
was smaller in HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients. 

Results of the behavioral tests 
were mixed, with no differences 
recorded on several tests. But 
three of these tests showed signif¬ 
icantly lower scores among HIV¬ 
positive patients when it came to 
attention and mental agility skills, 
although in everyday life these 
lapses would probably not be no¬ 
ticed, said Chao. 

The study also concluded that 
where physical distinctions be¬ 
tween groups were present with¬ 
out behavioral distinctions, the 
brain may have the ability to pro¬ 
duce alternative neurological 
pathways, although Chao said, 
“These alternatives may not be as 
good.” 

More research is necessary to 
follow subjects over a longer peri¬ 
od of time - and it is not known 
whether the damage occurred be¬ 
fore patients started HIV medica¬ 
tions - but the findings should 
serve as a warning, according to 
Chao. 

“People are less concerned 
about contracting AIDS these 
days,” Chao told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “They see people who are 
HIV-positive who seem to be liv¬ 
ing normal, healthy lives. But this 
study shows that more is going on 
when you look more closely, be¬ 
neath the surface.” ▼ 
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SF gays toast Mass, ruling

hristmas came early to the 
Castro this week when 
hundreds turned up Tues¬ 
day night to celebrate the latest 
gift given to the gay community. 

After months of anticipation, 
the Massachusetts Supreme Ju¬ 
dicial Court on November 18 fi¬ 
nally released its ruling in favor 
of gay marriage. The decision is 
expected to open the door to 
what many believe will be the 
first steps toward granting full 
marriage rights to same-sex cou¬ 
ples across the country. 

To give thanks to the East 
Coast justices, 200 people gath¬ 
ered at Harvey Milk Plaza at 
Castro and Market streets and 
then marched down to the LGBT 
Community Center. Along the 
way they chanted “What do we 
want? Marriage Equality! When 
do we want it? Now!” 

As they entered the building’s 
lobby, center Executive Director 
Thom Lynch and his staff wel¬ 
comed them by passing out 
Boston baked beans, Boston 
creme pies, and virgin Cape 
Cods. 

“I am a man from Boston and 
I am proud to be celebrating my 
hometown,” boasted Lynch. 
“How the world can change. It 
can change like that. With one 
little word. Marriage.” 

Just two months before, the 
gay community had gathered at 
the center to watch former Gov¬ 
ernor Gray Davis sign AB205 
into law. The bill expands the 
rights of domestic partners and 


elevates same-sex relationships 
to nearly the same level as Ver¬ 
mont’s civil unions. 

“This is the place where we 
signed AB205 into law in Sep¬ 
tember,” Lynch reminded the 
crowd. “Tonight, we celebrate 
the state of Massachusetts for 
giving the right to same-sex cou¬ 
ples to marry. The world is 
changing!” 

For Fremont resident Wendy 
Daw, and her partner Belinda 
Ryan, the world can’t change fast 
enough. Ryan, who is from 
Wales, is here on a work visa 
which expires next April. The 
two women have yet to decide 
what they will do once Ryan is 
forced to leave the country. 

“We have to let the public 
know it is all about equal rights. 
We should be treated like every¬ 
one else,” said Ryan. “That is 
what we are going to do every¬ 
day until we have the right to 
marry in Wendy’s home coun¬ 
try.” 

While Great Britain allows 
for same-sex immigration and is 
expected to sanction same-sex 
marriage next year, the women 
said they would prefer to stay in 
the United States. Although sad¬ 
dened at the prospect of having 
to move next year, the couple 
was all smiles Tuesday night as 
they partied with friends and 
thought about how one day their 
relationship would be legally 
sanctioned in this country. 

“We came out because this is 
especially poignant for us. Right 
now, I can’t sponsor her when 
her green card runs out,” said 
Daw, whose parents are from 


Massachusetts and whose rela¬ 
tives still reside there. “Any step 
forward for equality is wonder¬ 
ful and something to celebrate. 
We will have to plan a visit to 
grandpa.” 

“It is one step forward,” 
added Ryan. 

Eric Ball, a San Francisco res¬ 
ident and member of Marriage 
Equality California, also joined 
in the celebration. He said he has 
been following the case very 
closely and wanted to show sup¬ 
port for the ruling. 

Contemplating all the posi¬ 
tive repercussions the ruling 
could have, Ball said he is also 
expecting a backlash due to the 
court’s decision. 

“With this ruling here you 
will see any pretense of civility 
from the religious right evapo¬ 
rate. You will see the same type 
of vitriol we haven’t seen since 
the civil rights fights,” predicted 
Ball. 

Dressed in a Red Sox jersey 
she borrowed from a colleague, 
Molly McKay said the ruling will 
galvanize the religious right to 
support a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to restrict gay marriages as 
well as to repeal AB205. But she 
said the gay community is pre¬ 
pared to fight back. 

“I think we are ready,” said 
McKay, MECA co-executive di¬ 
rector. “We need to convince 4 
million people in California we 
should protect the rights we won 
with AB205 and why marriage 
matters. We can not lose sight of 
the word marriage. We want full 
marriage equality and anything 
else is not equal.” T 
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SFPD reforms TG policies

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N ationwide, police abuse of 
transgenders has been doc¬ 
umented as an ongoing 
problem, with reported incidents 
including strip searches to deter¬ 
mine genitalia, placement in unsafe 
holding cells, and assumptions that 
all transgenders are sex workers. 

But on Wednesday, November 
12, a unanimous vote by the San 
Francisco Police Commission put 
into place one piece of a larger plan 
to reform procedures around how 
local transgender suspects are treat¬ 
ed. The much needed reform will 
not only help to ensure the safety 
and dignity of transgenders in San 
Francisco, said advocates, but will 
also serve as a model for other po¬ 
lice departments across the country. 

“I am proud to live in a city 
where members of the transgen¬ 
der community feel so empow¬ 
ered,” said the openly transgender 
police Sergeant Stephan Thorne, 
who was part of the task force that 
drafted the guidelines. “It is a 
good thing for citizens to ap¬ 
proach the police department 
when they feel misunderstood. 
This is how change happens.” 

The guidelines passed last week 
call for the training of officers in 
matters related to the booking, de¬ 
tention, and transportation of 
transgenders under arrest or sus¬ 
picion of illegal activities. Most 
notably, the guidelines stipulate 
that a person has the right to de¬ 
termine their own gender, regard¬ 
less of hormonal or surgical status. 

Specific procedures outlined by 
the complete reform package pro- 
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hibit police from challenging a 
suspect’s gender identity except for 
legally required citation forms; re¬ 
quire officers to address transgen¬ 
ders by their preferred gender 
identities; and call for the separa¬ 
tion of transgenders from the gen¬ 
eral population in the jail, which is 
overseen by the Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment. Other changes include the 
elimination of the word “transves¬ 
tite” - a term often viewed as of¬ 
fensive - from intake forms. 

The police reform package is a 
result of several years of work, be¬ 
ginning with a complaint to the 
Office of Citizen Complaints that 
prompted then-OCC Director 
Mary Dunlap to request the for¬ 
mation of a task force to review 
and revise procedures. Dunlap 
died of pancreatic cancer in Janu¬ 
ary, but many advocates at last 
week’s meeting praised her for 
leading the reform. Advocates also 
commended City Attorney Den¬ 
nis Herrera, who as police com¬ 
mission president acted on Dun¬ 


lap’s recommendations and 
passed the resolution to form the 
task force in 2001. 

“I can’t tell you how impressive 
it is to see the work that has been 
done,” remarked Herrera at the 
meeting. “San Francisco has a his¬ 
tory of community policing, and 
this is the latest incarnation of 
something that should have oc¬ 
curred long ago.” 

To his credit, advocates said, 
Police Chief Alex Fagan took 
proactive steps to implement 
pieces of the reform several 
months ago. 

It was Fagan who introduced 
the topic at last week’s meeting, 
moving the item to the top of the 
agenda to accommodate the task 
force members in attendance. 

Task force members included 
Thorne; representatives of Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence; 
representatives of the San Francis¬ 
co Human Rights Commission; 
and representatives from commu-

Coors boycott renewed

I f you’re going to drink Coors, 
Keystone, Zima, Killian’s, or 
Blue Moon beverages, then 
you may as well not support 
LGBT, minority, or labor rights, 
according to local activists who 
gathered at Harvey Milk Plaza on 
Tuesday, November 18. 

That’s because buying these 
Coors-brewed products “undoes 
the work that we do each day to 
create communities that are anti¬ 
racist, anti-homophobic, anti-sex- 
ist, and anti-transphobic,” said 
Tina D’Elia of Community Unit¬ 
ed Against Violence. 

The gathering - occurring just 
hours after a Massachusetts court 
declared its ban on gay marriages 
unconstitutional - featured speak¬ 
ers from the Harvey Milk LGBT 
Democratic Club; U.C. Berkeley’s 
Coalition to Defend Affirmative 
Action By Any Means Necessary; 
CUAV; and Service Employees In¬ 
ternational Union Local 790, all of 
whom called for a renewal of old 
vows to steer clear of Coors beer. 

“When we buy products from 
Coors and other companies that 
support ultra-conservative agen¬ 
das,” said D’Elia, “we stab our¬ 
selves in the back.” 

Old enough to remember the 
original Coors boycott of the mid- 
1970s? 

“It never ended,” said local labor 
leader Howard Wallace, who along 


with the late Harvey Milk orga¬ 
nized the first LGBT efforts against 
Coors. At the time, said Wallace, 
the corporation had thwarted 
unions, refused to hire minorities, 
and required potential employees 
to take a lie detector test that asked 
whether they were homosexual. 

Although it has since institut¬ 
ed domestic partner benefits, it 
never stopped funding organiza¬ 
tions that fight against pro-gay 
and affirmative action laws. 

Coors also helps to fund efforts 
by the “Black Republican front¬ 
man for racist causes” and “Uncle 
Tom” Ward Connerly, according to 
BAMN. Connerly, a U.C. regent, 
authored California’s recently de¬ 
feated Proposition 54, an initiative 
that sought to ban public institu¬ 
tions from collecting racial data 
for any informational purposes. 

A spokeswoman from Conner- 
ly’s American Civil Rights Institute 
confirmed that personal donations 
were received from the now-de¬ 
ceased Joseph Coors, but that the 
money “was in no way connected 
to the brewing company.” 

She also said equating Conner¬ 
ly with an “Uncle Tom” was “old 
rhetoric.” 

Although many antigay and 
racist initiatives have seen defeat, 
said Wallace, right-wing groups 
are bound to continue such at¬ 
tempts. 

“When they fail, they don’t 
stop,” said Wallace, “and neither 
can we.” ▼

The result of the task force col¬ 
laboration is a three-part proposal 
that must be adopted by the police 
department. Last week’s Police 
Commission vote approved just the 
police training recommendations. 

Still to be approved is the task 
force report; the police depart¬ 
ment must acknowledge its find¬ 
ings and agree with its recom¬ 


mendations. It is slated to be 
adopted at the December 3 meet¬ 
ing, according to Marcus Arana of 
the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, although many of 
the recommendations are already 
being implemented.

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Gay marriage in the crosshairs 


T uesday’s decision by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court that gay cou¬ 
ples have the right to marry under the 
state Constitution was a major victory for 
the community, but one that won’t see same- 
sex couples getting marriage licenses in the 
Bay State or any other state anytime soon. 
The court’s decision, which stopped just 
short of requiring the state to issue marriage 
licenses immediately, has already stoked the 
fires of antigay zealots and has Christian and 
social conservatives in an uproar. 

While the Massachusetts Legislature has 
180 days to rewrite the state’s marriage laws 
for the benefit of gay couples, political lead¬ 
ers there are already scrambling to deter¬ 
mine options against such a move. Massa¬ 
chusetts’ population is heavily Catholic, and 
the church has been unrelenting in its pres¬ 
sure on lawmakers there and elsewhere to 
vote against any legislation that would allow 
gays to marry, or even to provide equal 
rights for domestic partners. Governor Mitt 
Romney, a Republican, is adamant that a 
state constitutional amendment be adopted 
that would “preserve the institution” of 
marriage. Never mind that in Massachusetts 
the earliest that such an amendment could 
go before voters is 2006, well after the 180- 
day limit imposed by the court. 

A side issue unique to Massachusetts is 
the decision by openly lesbian state Senator 
Cheryl Jacques (D) to resign her seat to be¬ 
come executive director of the Human 
Rights Campaign early next year. Jacques’s 
seat in the state Senate will be up for grabs 
and could be taken by an antigay candidate, 
giving conservatives an additional vote on 
the gay marriage question. We didn’t hear 
from Jacques on Tuesday, but it’s unfortu¬ 
nate that she will be leaving elected office 
just as the real work begins in the Legisla¬ 
ture following the court’s decision. 

What the ruling will almost surely do is 
spur momentum in Congress for the Feder¬ 


al Marriage Amendment, and that, of 
course, threatens to bring the issue of gay 
marriage to the forefront of next 
year’s presidential campaign. The 
major Democratic candidates 
who were already on record . 
against gay marriage came out 
with hasty statements Tuesday re¬ 
iterating their position in light of 
the Massachusetts decision, even as most 
announced opposition to the proposed 
federal amendment. 

The National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force was quick to 
note the right-wing’s assault; 
and Executive Director Matt Foreman called 
upon the community to unite to fight the 
backlash, which started with zeal on cable 
television Tuesday night. On Fox, Bill O’Reil¬ 


ly’s self-described “no-spin zone” was any¬ 
thing but as he railed against same-sex mar¬ 
riage, belittling his guest - a female attorney 
arguing in support of the Massachusetts 
decision - and even saying that if gay 
couples were allowed to wed, then that 
meant he could marry a duck. We fail 
to see the connection, other than that 
O’Reilly is a quack, but his show is one 
of the highest rated on cable news, and 
( comments like that will only further 
incite the homophobes. 

We fundamentally disagree 
with those who insist that 
marriage must be “protected” 
or “saved.” The Massachusetts court was 
correct in its ruling, but now the real battle 
begins, not just in Massachusetts but in 
states across the country. ▼ 




Queer eye for the Green guy

JR n the middle of his 2000 race for super- 
^ visor, Matt Gonzalez made the dramatic 
m decision to change his party affiliation 
from Democrat to Green. His closest friends 
and advisers warned him against it, saying 
it would cost him the election (it didn’t). 
What readers of this paper may not know is 
that Gonzalez switched partly over the issue 
of same-sex marriage. He made this point 
at the time in an article in the Bay Guardian : 
“I am not going to vote for candidates who 
oppose gay marriage,” he wrote. He repeat¬ 
ed it during this year’s first mayoral runoff 
debate on November 11. Unlike the De¬ 
mocrats, Greens unequivocally support 
queer rights and equality, including same- 
sex marriage. 

Gavin Newsom, Gonzalez’s opponent in 
the mayor’s race, has attacked him for his 
membership in the Green Party, calling the 
party’s positions “extreme” and “radical,” 
and saying they are “out of step” with the 
views of most city residents. He has even re¬ 
called McCarthy-era attacks on liberal ideas 
by comparing the Green Party platform 
with Soviet Communism. 

We hope that in considering this issue, 
LGBTIQ voters will remember that Gonza¬ 
lez’s switch was an act of principle, taken at 
great political risk, and inspired by solidar¬ 
ity with our community and our aspirations 
toward full equality and inclusion. We be¬ 
lieve Matt Gonzalez is the best choice for 
Democrats who still believe in the ideals of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, John F. Kennedy, 
George Moscone, and Harvey Milk. 

Many Greens - including Gonzalez - 
switched parties because we felt the Demo¬ 
cratic Party had abandoned its commitment 
to its own core values. The Green Party em¬ 
bodies many values shared by Democrats in 
San Francisco - social justice, civil liberties, 
feminism, environmentalism, and good 


government. Our policies are based on prin¬ 
ciple, not determined by the latest opinion 
poll or sold to the highest bidder. What we 
call our “Ten Key Values” governs every de¬ 
cision that we make. Our party takes no 
money from corporations. Gonzalez is the 
only member of the Board of Supervisors 
who does not maintain a campaign “slush 
fund” between elections. 

Greens and Democrats in San Francisco 
may disagree on political strategy, but we 
are united in our commitment to a set of 
shared beliefs. We oppose the war in 
Iraq, the Patriot Act, and Bush’s tax 
cuts for the wealthy. We favor uni¬ 
versal health care, improved public 
education, and democratic elec¬ 
toral reforms. 

We believe it is Gavin Newsom, 
not Matt Gonzalez, who is out of 
step with the views of 
most San Franciscans. 

Newsom may hold liberal 
positions on social issues, 
but on economic issues he acts more like a 
Republican than a Democrat. He has consis¬ 
tently sided with the interests of big business 
and the very wealthy over those of working 
and middle-class people. Newsom is a mem¬ 
ber of the Democratic Leadership Council, 
which has led the party’s rightward shift. And 
he is a protege of Mayor Willie Brown, whose 
administration has been marred by scandal, 
and who has presided over a boom and bust 
cycle that changed the character of our city 
and ended in fiscal crisis. To elect Newsom 
mayor would be to empower the worst ten¬ 
dencies of the Democratic establishment, 
and continue the reign of a corrupt political 
machine. 

As supervisor, Newsom consistently 
voted with Mayor Brown, opposing at¬ 
tempts to rein in the corruption and pa¬ 
tronage of Brown’s administration. He 
voted against good government reforms of 
the Planning and Police commissions. He 
opposed cuts to wasteful patronage jobs. 

Gonzalez, on the other hand, has been an 
advocate for clean government and the in¬ 
terests of working San Franciscans. As su¬ 


pervisor, he fought corruption at the San 
Francisco Housing Authority and expand¬ 
ed whistleblower protections for govern¬ 
ment workers. He voted to cut Brown’s pa¬ 
tronage employees, and as mayor would 
eliminate these upper management posi¬ 
tions, saving the city millions of dollars. 
Under his leadership as president, the Board 
of Supervisors produced a balanced budget 
that doubled money for schools and pro¬ 
tected vital social services during a time of 
fiscal crisis. 

Newsom is clearly trying to scare voters 
who may be unfamiliar with the Green Party 
and its ideas. He has even invoked the 
specter of Ralph Nader and the 
2000 presidential election deba¬ 
cle in Florida. We hope that read¬ 
ers of this paper will see the ir¬ 
relevance of that argument. The 
mayor’s race is nonparti¬ 
san, and voting for Gon¬ 
zalez will not throw the 
election to a right-wing 
Republican. Newsom is trying to distract 
voters for an obvious reason: it is he and the 
political machine he represents that are out 
of step with the majority of San Franciscans. 

Over the remaining days of the election 
we are likely to see a host of big-name De¬ 
mocrats descend on San Francisco to prop 
up Newsom’s candidacy. We will be told to 
vote for Newsom because he is a Democrat 
and his opponent is a Green. But the issues 
in this election are too important for us to 
focus on party labels. » 

The choice in the mayor’s race is not be¬ 
tween the Green Party and the Democratic 
Party. It is between Matt Gonzalez, a Green 
who has a record of fighting for Democrat¬ 
ic values at their best, and Gavin Newsom, a 
nominal Democrat who represents the 
party at its worst. Don’t be fooled by New¬ 
som’s scare tactics. Please join us in voting 
for Matt Gonzalez on December 9. ▼

Voting for Gonzalez 

With the sudden flurry of pro-Newsom editorials 
in your paper, I feel it my duty to come forth as a pro- 
Gonzalez supporter who is queer. 

I am concerned about the recent tone of editorials 
and reader submissions painting a portrait of Mr. 
Newsom as the best candidate for the interests of the 
gay community. From my perspective, both candi¬ 
dates are equally gay-sensitive. There appears to be no 
reason to favor one candidate over the other on gay- 
related issues. 

However, I do feel that your paper neglects to 
point out the benefits of Mr. Gonzalez over Mr. New¬ 
som with issues relative to equality, housing, environ¬ 
ment, effectiveness, class issues, honesty, character, 
and conflict-of-interest. Following are my reasons. 

1. Housing. From February 2001 through July 
2003, Newsom consistently voted against the interests 
of tenants (a majority of San Francisco, and also of the 
queer community). In April 2001, Newsom voted to 
allow the evictions of seniors under the Ellis Act - also 
voting against a resolution which urged the state Leg¬ 
islature to amend the Ellis Act to prevent the eviction 
of senior tenants. In August 2001 and March, 2002, 
Newsom voted against requiring developers to include 
more affordable housing. In contrast, Supervisor Gon¬ 
zalez supports tenant rights, rent control, and afford¬ 
able housing. He opposes the weakening and bending 
of laws protecting tenants and low-income families. 

2. Neighborhood character and self-determina¬ 
tion. Supervisor Gonzalez is opposed to the intrusion 
of chain stores into neighborhoods against the will of 
the residents. Newsom, however, voted against con¬ 
trols on “big box projects” (think: Ikea and Home 
Depot) and specifically voted against neighborhood 
notice and approval requirements. 

3. Public interests. In July 2001, Newsom voted 
against public power and voted to prevent the voters 
from deciding on the ballot whether or not the resi¬ 
dents of San Francisco should have public power. In 
contrast, Supervisor Gonzalez supports public power. 

4. Conflict-of-interest. Newsom’s apron-strings are 
so laden with self-interest and tied to developers that 
he has had to recuse himself 152 times from voting 
on key issues since 1997. In stark contrast, Supervisor 
Gonzalez has recused himself from voting a total of 
five times. 

5. Class issues. No one wants to see homelessness. 
Supervisor Gonzalez supports the revamping of re¬ 
sources already in place, the use of SROs and transi¬ 
tional housing. Newsom, however, just wants the 
homeless to disappear. Newsom’s Care Not Cash pol¬ 
icy (and attitude) offers no care. 

6. The basics. Matt Gonzalez supported Proposi¬ 
tion H (police reform) and Proposition L (minimum 
wage). Gavin Newsom opposed Proposition H and 
Proposition L. Matt Gonzalez supports bicycling as an 
alternative to driving. Gonzalez opposed the con¬ 
struction of a parking garage under the Music Con¬ 
course in Golden Gate Park, while Newsom support¬ 
ed the construction of a parking garage that would 
destroy historic pedestrian walkways. I endorse the 
candidate who promotes the use of bicycles as an al¬ 
ternative to fossil-fuel burning vehicles and keeps our 
city parks from being further abused and destroyed 
for the use of vehicles. I support the candidate that re¬ 
alizes the need to oversee our police department, es¬ 
pecially in light of recent police misconduct. I sup¬ 
port the candidate who recognizes that those who 
earn less than $7 per hour cannot afford to live in San 
Francisco. 


As a 15-year resident of the Bay Area and an 11- 
year resident of San Francisco, as a gay man, as a 
working-class artist, a 10-year veteran of the SF Uni¬ 
fied School District, and as a resident of the Mission 
District, I challenge the gay community to think be¬ 
yond the rainbow flag. I ask the readers of this paper 
to examine their own belief system and question what 
the oft-bandied word “equality” actually means to 
them - it’s more than merely being able to hold your 
partner’s hand in public, folks. 

It’s about affordable housing, assisting those in 
need (and helping them get back on their feet), and 
providing equal services to all neighborhoods (and 
not merely those with higher incomes). I would ask 
the readers to also examine the phrase “quality of life” 
and realize that living in concert with our environ¬ 
ment is essential to the long-range sustenance of San 
Francisco. Finally, I would ask each reader to exam¬ 
ine the logistics of this mayoral race and ask him- or 
herself which candidate is best equipped to reassem¬ 
ble and repair this city after the eight years of damage 
and havoc created by Willie Brown. There is only one 
choice here - and it’s not the one who was appointed 
by Brown. It’s not the one who sells wine and runs a 
chain of restaurants. It’s not the one with ties to the 
Getty family, big business, or developers. The obvious 
choice, the honorable choice, the sensible choice for 
mayor is Matt Gonzalez.

Don’t blame Canada! 

Much heat, but little light, has been seen in recent 
LGBT press coverage of the falling out between the 
board of the Gay Games and local organizers of the 
2006 games in Montreal, Canada. 

First a little background on where I’m coming 
from. Although I live in the USA, I was born in Cana¬ 
da and was the emcee of the opening and closing cer¬ 
emonies of the 1990 Gay Games held in Vancouver, 
Canada. I also have produced major events for the 
LGBT community, including the main stages for our 
first three Marches on Washington. 

I quit the fourth March in 2000, not because of the 
controversy raised by some professional commenta¬ 
tors, but because I had a self-selected board, the ma¬ 
jority of whom wanted to micromanage the people 
who did the actual work, without raising money, or 
participating in the actual work. So, whether a board 
is “all volunteer” or not, the audacity of wanting the 
absolute power to control the Games, to microman¬ 
age them without contributing anything thing but the 
“name” Gay Games, for an outrageous sum of money, 
is ludicrous. 

The Federation of Gay Games board wants a $1 
million (Canadian) fee from the local organizers, but 
for what? A board that does not raise money, and isn’t 
even professional enough to collect production and 
participant information from past Games, and thus 
isn’t even in a position to contribute valuable infor¬ 
mation for future organizers. This institutional my¬ 
opia is particularly irresponsible when you consider 
that the last several outings - Vancouver, New York, 
Amsterdam, and Sydney - have all lost money, with 
local organizers left holding the bag. 

Layer on top of these policies a particular interna¬ 
tional notoriety that, thanks to the actions of the cur¬ 
rent president and Congress, people in the USA have 
increasingly gained.

Mon¬ 
treal walked away, and took their power. Why? Because, 
they have all of the responsibility, and will be doing all 
of the work. The two should go hand in hand.

epublicans are now in con¬ 
trol of the governor’s office 
in the nation’s largest, most 
populous state and the man at the 
wheel is an Austrian-born body¬ 
builder-turned-movie actor- 
turned-politician. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger took the oath 
of office as California’s 38th gov¬ 
ernor Monday, November 17 in a 
somewhat abbreviated ceremony 
that garnered a lot of attention 
and loads of international press, 
but lacked the usual inaugural 
balls, celebrations, and winner- 
take-all fireworks. 

Now that fellow Hollywood 
friends such as Jamie Lee Curtis 
and Vanessa Williams have 
quickly departed the cow town 
capital city and are back in Tinsle- 
town, the champagne toasts are 
hopefully over, and the bigger- 
than-life celebrity Governor 
Schwarzenegger must now deal 
with a state government otherwise 
dominated by Democrats and a 
budget crisis that some say could 
balloon to $65 billion by the end 
of his term. 

A crowd rivaling a presidential 
inauguration - reportedly as 
many as 8,000, plus nearly 800 
reporters from around 
the world - witnessed 
Schwarzenegger take the 
oath of office on the west 
steps of the state Capitol 
Monday. Apparently 
not wanting to pass up 
the opportunity to 
help his movie 
career, 

Schwarznegger 
and the movie 
studios last week just happened to 
release the DVD of Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s blockbuster film Terminator 
3: Rise of the Machines and hyped 
the reissue of Pumping Iron, the 
bodybuilding documentary that 
made a star out of the heavily-ac¬ 
cented Austrian. 

After Schwarzenegger took the 
oath of office he reportedly met 
with legislative leaders of both 
parties to tell them that he would 
immediately call a special session 
of the Legislature for Tuesday. The 
movie-star hype is over, the care¬ 
fully scripted campaign is a thing 
of the past, and if Schwarzenegger 
can just stop repeating those 
damned movie lines (“I’ll be 
back,” “Terminate big govern¬ 
ment,” etc.) he might possibly 
turn out to be an effective chief 
executive. We will have to wait and 
se^. 

Incidentally, according to Sec¬ 
retary of State Kevin Shelley, a 
whopping 755,575 voted for the 
recall but didn’t bother to vote on 
the second part of the ballot - the 
question of selecting a replace¬ 
ment candidate. Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger - hell, I still don’t 
like the sound of it, but be that as 
it may, it’s a reality, so let’s wish 
him well. 

Politics and people 

The Alice B. Toklas LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club, which had been 
squarely behind Susan Leal in 
the November 4 mayoral election, 
voted last week by an overwhelm¬ 
ing 110-10 margin to endorse 
Gavin Newsom for mayor; the 
club had previously endorsed Ka- 
mala Harris for district attorney. 

Meanwhile, the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic (?) Club has 


thrown its endorsement (report¬ 
edly by a very divided vote) to 
Green Party nominee Matt Gon¬ 
zalez, which brings many to ask 
the question as to when the Milk 
Club will do the honest thing and 
legitimately change its name to the 
Green Party LGBT Club since they 
more often support Green candi¬ 
dates and pass over De¬ 
mocratic nominees, 
even to the point of re¬ 
fusing an endorse¬ 
ment of Kevin Shel¬ 
ley for secretary of 
state last year. 

U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein 
(D-Califor- 
nia), a previ¬ 
ous supporter 
of Bill Fazio, 
last week enthusiastically threw 
her support to D.A. candidate Ka- 
mala Harris. 

More bad news for the incum¬ 
bent, Terence Hallinan, in that 
the S.F. Labor Council, which had 
twice previously endorsed his 
campaigns, decided last week not 
to endorse him this time around. 

Ex-Governor Gray Davis, 
sometimes known as a cautious 
and moderate politician, truly 
took a leadership role on gay- 
rights issues while in office; it was 
one area in which Davis consis¬ 
tently agreed to bold changes. 
Among the things Davis did while 
in office was sign AB205 (domes¬ 
tic partners) sponsored by Assem¬ 
blywoman Jackie Goldberg (D- 
Los Angeles) that provides many 
new rights and responsibilities to 
people registered as domestic 
partners, including the right to 
child custody, financial support, 
and transfer of real estate. That 
law takes effect in January 2005. 

Davis also signed AB196 by As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) that protects transgen¬ 
der people from job and housing 
discrimination. 

While governor, Davis also 
signed into law AB17 by Assem¬ 
blywoman Christine Kehoe (D- 
San Diego) that bans a state 
agency from contracting with a 
company that grants benefits to 
the spouses but not the domestic 
partners of its employees; the law 
applies to contracts of $100,000 or 
more per year. 

Gray Davis also appointed 10 
openly gay and lesbian judges, the 
first such appointments in 16 
years, following previous GOP 
governorships. 

Many Democrats think one of 


Governor Schwarzenegger’s better 
appointments was that of former 
Contra Costa County Supervisor 
Sunne McPeak, a Democrat, to 
become secretary of business, 
transportation, and housing. 

Friday, December 5 is the filing 
deadline for prospective Republi¬ 
can challengers to announce as 
candidates to take on U.S. Senator 
Barbara Boxer (D-California). 
Representative David Dreier (R- 
Covina) has been making noises 
as though he might run against 
Boxer, but this column is betting 
he passes it up (with only political 
insiders knowing the real reason 
why) but look for former Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones to file, 
along with former U.S. Treasurer 
Rosario Marin, former Los Altos 
Mayor Toni Casey, and GOP As¬ 
sembly Caucus Leader Tony 
Strickland (R-Moorpark). A re¬ 
cent Field Poll, incidentally, shows 
the hard-campaigning Boxer tak¬ 
ing out any of the possible GOP 
challengers. As to one-on-one 
matchups with Boxer, the latest 
Field Poll shows: Boxer 48 percent 
versus Jones 34 percent; Boxer 50 
percent versus Strickland 28 per¬ 
cent; Boxer 50 percent versus 
Marin 27 percent; and Boxer 49 
percent versus Casey 26 percent. 

Meanwhile, the Boxer re-elec¬ 
tion effort, already well under way, 
last week released the names of 
164 Latino and Latina leaders 
statewide that have endorsed her 
re-election, including L.A. and S.F. 
City Attorneys Rocky Delgadillo 
and Dennis Herrera, respective¬ 
ly; San Jose Mayor Ron Gonzales; 
and dozens of local elected Lati¬ 
no/Latina leaders, members of the 
state legislature, and members of 
the California Democratic con¬ 
gressional delegation. 

Assemblywoman Christine 
Kehoe, a popular lesbian Democ¬ 
rat from San Diego, will run for 
the state Senate next year from 
San Diego’s 39th District, but will 
face a tough campaign from 
perennial GOP candidate Larry 
Stirling; Kehoe is definitely the 
superior candidate in that one. 

More endorsements: Treasurer 
(and former mayoral candidate) 
Susan Leal and Assemblyman 
Mark Leno endorsed Gavin New¬ 
som for mayor Saturday; D.A. can¬ 
didate Kamala Harris picked up 
the endorsements of Assemblyman 
Leland Yee (D-San Francisco), 
Assessor Mabel Teng, Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty, and popular long¬ 
time Sheriff Mike Hennessey.

lewd conduct. The man, who 
would not give his real name and 
referred to himself as Nick, said 
some of the men were also led 
onto the roof of the bar, located at 
1225 Folsom Street. 

“That particular night was re¬ 
ally cold. I was shirtless and an¬ 
other guy was shirtless. I didn’t 
have the presence of mind to com¬ 
plain about being cold. I was 
freezing, he was freezing, others 
with shirts on were complaining. 
We were up there at least 30 min¬ 
utes in the cold,” said Nick, who 
contacted the B.A.R. this week. 

He said he was given a citation 
to appear before San Francisco 
Superior Court on January 20. A 
regular of My Place, Nick said he 
never thought he could be legally 
held liable for having sex at the 
bar. Now, he faces misdemeanor 
charges. 

“I feel awful. My Place is my fa¬ 
vorite bar. I feel really terrible; it is 
a bar which attracts a wide variety 
of people. It just is a really great 
bar to just hang out,” said Nick. “If 
the cops are going to be in there, 
it’s like, Jesus Christ. I don’t think 
the cops should be in there. I 
never thought that nor did I ever 
imagine it.” 

While he is worried about 
what may happen to him in court, 
Nick said he does not believe he is 
the focus of the ABC’s actions. In¬ 
stead, he said the focus of Friday’s 
raid is the bar itself. 

“I don’t think I am the one 
they are after. They asked at least 
six or seven questions about the 
staff of the bar. Did anybody on 
staff know what goes on back 
here? Anyone come back here? 
Did staff know what was going on 
back there?” he said he was asked. 
“I am sure the bar will survive, 
however, it is going to go through 
another little thing and people are, 
like, afraid now to even, like, kiss 
and hold hands. It’s kind of like 
you are at a party and your par¬ 
ents come home and everybody 
turns the light on and your behav¬ 
ior changes.” 

For now, My Place’s manage¬ 
ment is cooperating with the ABC 
and is hopeful it will not face a 
suspension of its liquor license. 

“They are giving us a chance to 
change, to prove that yeah, this 
time we really are getting rid of 
the people who just come in there 
to have sex,” said the bar’s manag¬ 
er, who goes by the name Cip. “We 
were doing that. They were re¬ 
stricted from entering the bar. It is 
probably the same people who 
wrote these letters.” 

Cip, who has managed the bar 


for 10 years, said the ABC investi¬ 
gators have told him they will be 
back to see if the bar is still having 
the same incidents occur. 

“It is a bar not a sex club. If 
they do have sex in the bar or any 
SOMA bar they will get arrested,” 
said Cip. 

As of last Saturday, the bar is 
now employing people to ensure 
no one engages in sex in its bath¬ 
room. 

“Over the next few months we 
are aggressively going to make 
sure no one has sex in that bar nor 
anyone does drugs. Saturday we 
hired somebody to be the sex po¬ 
lice in there and make sure no one 
had sex there or was smoking pot 
there,” said Cip. 

ABC investigators first visited 
the bar on April 19 and turned up 
no evidence to support the com¬ 
plainants’ claims. At the time, the 
bar was given verbal warning it 
was being watched by the ABC. 
Then in July, the ABC received an¬ 
other complaint that people were 
smoking marijuana and engaging 
in sex acts at the bar. Still no ac¬ 
tion against the bar or its patrons 
was taken at that time. 

Since April, Cip said he has 
been trying to change patrons’ be¬ 
haviors. Earlier this year the bar 
had written “no sex allowed” mes¬ 
sages in its bathroom and had no¬ 
tified patrons not to have sex or do 
drugs. However, Cip said he did 
not feel the need to post someone 
in the bathroom all night. 

“Honestly it is just like I have 
been saying forever: we are chang¬ 
ing things at the bar. We see peo¬ 
ple having sex, we tell them to 
stop. They don’t believe us and 
this is what happens,” said Cip. 
“We didn’t make sure to go into 
the bathroom. I am not going to 
run in there to see if you are piss¬ 
ing or stroking.” 

This fall Gomez said his agency 
received a phone call from a man 
who reported numerous friends 
of his had visited the bar and con¬ 
tracted syphilis from having sex 
there. Gomez said the man was 
outraged that the ABC and police 
department had neglected to take 
any action against the bar despite 
receiving several complaints. 

“He stated he was gay and had 
filed a complaint against the bar 
and that if we didn’t act he would 
contact the governor,” . said 
Gomez. “He said we wouldn’t 
make any enforcement actions be¬ 
cause of politics within the gay 
community.” 

Following the phone call, ABC 
investigators then went back to 
the bar in September and took 
photographs of people engaging 
in oral sex. In October, ABC 
agents returned to My Place and 
witnessed patrons engaged in oral 


copulation and masturbation in¬ 
side the premises, “again with 
house knowledge,” said Gomez. 

In November, Gomez said in¬ 
vestigators found patrons of the 
bar “engaged in anal intercourse 
and oral copulation on the 
premise.” He said agents finally 
decided after that point to hand 
out citations last Friday night. 

The lewd conduct citations are 
similar to traffic violations, said 
Gomez. The men must appear be¬ 
fore the court where they could 
face fines or community service. 
They will not have to register as 
sex offenders. 

As for My Place, Gomez said he 
will be meeting with the licensee, 
Janice Buxton, sometime in mid- 
December or early January. He said 
he apprised her of the situation 
Monday and will contact her once 
his agents complete their reports. 

“I will call the licensee to dis¬ 
cuss options in settling this par¬ 
ticular matter,” said Gomez. “I am 
not sure what the penalty assess¬ 
ment would be until I have the re¬ 
ports and review them. It could be 
anything from a 30-day suspen¬ 
sion to revocation of a license.” 

Cip maintains that he has tried 
to move My Place beyond its 
seedy past and reputation for al¬ 
lowing bathroom sex. He said he 
has 86-ed people from the bar for 
engaging in sexual activities after 
being warned not to, and starting 
this week, the bar will have a zero- 
tolerance policy when it comes to 
public sex and drug use. 

“We have to make sure that 
doesn’t happen anymore. Some 
people come here only to have sex. 
They can go to Blow Buddies, they 
can go to Mack, they can go to hell 
for all I care,” he said. “It is not a sex 
club. It is a bar and I have a busi¬ 
ness to run. We have a core group 
of regulars. They like the bar. They 
like the music. They like to hang 
out with their friends here and for 
them it is not fair. We have had this 
horrible reputation for so long and 
it is nothing like it used to be.” 

Mixed reaction 

The raid on Friday night has 
sparked mixed reactions from My 
Place’s customers. One man who 
asked not to be identified said he 
hopes the incident will change 
men’s behavior at the bar. 

“I am sick and tired of guys 
going in there having sex because 
their lovers are out of town or 
they are on the down-low,” said 
the man, using the term for men 
who have sex with men but do not 
identify as gay. 

Another patron of the bar, Tim 
Brace, said he is outraged that the 
ABC would target gay men and 
said he has no problem with men

'Lavender Sweep' in desert city

P alm Springs will make histo¬ 
ry next week when a LGBT 
majority will be sworn in to 
its city government and a gay 
African American man will take 
the reins of the mayor’s office. 

“It’s the second lavender sweep 
in the state of California,” said for¬ 
mer San Francisco and current 
Palm Springs resident and politi¬ 
cal adviser Jean Harris, reflecting 
on the so-called lavender sweep in 
San Francisco in 1990. That elec¬ 
tion swept in gay candidates Car¬ 
ole Migden and Roberta Achten- 
berg to the Board of Supervisors 
and Tom Ammiano to the school 
board. 

In the November 4 election, 
Palm Springs voters replaced in¬ 
cumbent Mayor Will Kleindienst, 
50, with Ron Oden, 53, an eight- 
year veteran of the Palm Springs 
city council. Oden is the city’s first 
gay mayor and city’s first black 
mayor. About a third of the Palm 
Springs population (42,803) is es¬ 
timated to be gay but the African 
American population is only 
about 2 percent. 

Oden’s election has generated 
international media attention. 
After he spoke with the Bay Area 
Reporter he was scheduled to be 
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interviewed later that day by 
France’s largest newspaper, Le 
Monde , and by the Washington 
Times. He said he has mixed feel¬ 
ings about the headlines that refer 
to him as the “first openly gay 
African-American mayor.” 

“I don’t resent it because I am 
African American and I am gay,” 
he explained. “It’s part of who I 
am. However, the way it’s present¬ 
ed is that somehow you don’t see a 
person in that. You spend a lot of 
years developing who you are and 
that title or partial title doesn’t 
cover it.” 

Oden explained that his mes¬ 
sage resonated with voters because 
he represented change. Like' an¬ 
other famous Palm Springs 
mayor, the late Sonny Bono, Oden 
was voted into office on a pro- 
business platform. 

The other winning gay candi¬ 
dates, Steve Pougnet and Ginny 
Foat, also took a pro-business 
stance. The Palm Springs City 
Council consists of five members, 
including the mayor who is con¬ 
sidered the fifth council member. 

Harris, a former aide to ex-San 
Francisco Supervisor Harry Britt 


and a former executive director of 
Equality California, then known 
as the California Alliance for Pride 
and Equality, worked as a strate¬ 
gist with all three campaigns, she 
said. 

Pougnet, 40, is a real estate 
agent and the former vice presi¬ 
dent for the Colorado School of 
Mines in Golden, Colorado. He 
lives with his partner of 11 years, 
Christopher Green. He is chair¬ 
man of the citizens committee of 
the Palm Springs Community De¬ 
velopment Block Grant Program 
and serves on the AIDS Assistance 
Program’s board of directors. 

Foat, 62, is a former president 
of the California National Organi¬ 
zation for Women and was the 
founder of Legal Advocates for 
Women in San Francisco in the 
mid-1980s. Currently, she is vice 
president of operations for 
O’Leary and Associates Inc., a po¬ 
litical phone management compa¬ 
ny, and is the owner and corporate 
officer of GBG Palm Springs Inc., a 
property management firm. She 
has many years of volunteer work 
with various HIV/AIDS boards 
and commissions, and served as 
co-chair on the board of the Palm 
Springs Gay and Lesbian Center. 
She live with her domestic partner. 

Oden said voters didn’t sup¬ 
port him or the gay City Council 
candidates because of their sexual 
orientation. He said people voted 
for change and'against a govern¬ 
ment that was perceived to be un¬ 
friendly to business. 

“The gay thing was a non¬ 
issue,” agreed Michael Green, co¬ 
owner along with his partner, 
Stephen Boyd, of the historic Tri¬ 
angle Inn. Green serves on the 
boards of several Palm Springs 
business associations. He said the 
election results came as welcome 
news to most small business own¬ 
ers who have often been at odds 
with City Hall. T 


Q&A with 
Ron Oden

L ast week, Ron Oden, mayor- 
elect of Palm Springs, sat 
down with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter for an interview. Below are 
his comments. 

B.A.R.: Why were you elected? 

Oden: People know me and 
they trust me. I don’t think people 
voted for me because I’m African 
American nor did they vote for 
me because I’m gay. I believe peo¬ 
ple voted for me because they have 
confidence in my leadership and 
my ability. 

Were you prepared for all the 
media attention? 

I was prepared for the local stuff 
but the national press is on an en¬ 
tirely different level that I was not 
prepared for. I think the swearing- 
in will be quite an ordeal for the city. 

I read that you won't run for re- 


election after serving your four- 
year term as mayor. Is that true? 

I’m only elected for one term. 
We will see how this all works out 
but at this point I’m just looking 
to finish the four years. I don’t 
know what tomorrow holds for 
us. I think you have to know when 
to move on and what’s best for the 
city. If, in four years, they think it’s 
best for me to stay longer, I will be 
open to that. It’s a matter of eval¬ 
uation. 

Any thoughts of running for high¬ 
er office? 

I won the 2000 Democratic 
nomination for Congress. I did 
better than any other Democrat 
has in this area. I didn’t have the 
party support but I still did better 
than the candidate that they en¬ 
dorsed. 

What do you hope to accomplish? 

One of the first things I want to 
address is to make the city busi-

' he San Francisco State Uni¬ 
versity Cinema Department 
is announcing today 
(Thursday, November 20) the es¬ 
tablishment of a scholarship-for 
its students in memory of alum¬ 
nus and lecturer Gordon B. (Don) 
Thomas. 

An award-winning animator 
and filmmaker, Thomas was the 
first SFSU student to earn a mas¬ 
ter of fine arts degree in animation 
cinema, graduating in 2001. He 
went on to teach beginning and 
advanced courses in animation at 
the University until his death. 

The openly gay Thomas and 
his short animated film Pedro + 
Tony? received worldwide public¬ 
ity when he ran around Park City, 
Utah, dressed in a chicken suit 
during the 2002 Sundance Film 
Festival to promote the movie. A 
stop-motion and hand-drawn an¬ 
imated short, Pedro + Tony? is a 
comedy of errors that turns seri¬ 
ous when Pedro, a dog, and his 
boyfriend Tony, a chicken, cele¬ 
brate their six-month anniversary 
amid tension and fights. 

“I was inspired to make this 
film as I got more involved in ro¬ 
mantic relationships,” Thomas 
told an interviewer about the film. 
“The more I learned about what it 
takes to keep love going, the more 
I realized there were so few films 
out there that really talk about it. I 
tried to keep it honest, touching 
> aad «n t er t am i n g rW i th o u t bein g 
too simple or contrived.” 

The film screened at more than 
50 festivals worldwide, including 
at the San Francisco International 
Asian American Film Festival, and 
won the Best Animation Prize at 
the 2002 Chicago Lesbian and Gay 
International Film Festival. He had 
been working on developing the 
film into a cable television series. 

However, Thomas committed 
suicide on June 6 of this year. The 
filmmaker was 35. 

“Don was highly creative, dili¬ 
gent, and inspiring. He believed in 
the strength of human diversity 
and artistic statements of issues of 
importance,” said Dick Thomas, 
his father. “We look forward to as¬ 
sisting aspiring filmmakers who 
share these same values and at¬ 
tributes.” 

The scholarship in Thomas’s 
honor will be announced official¬ 
ly at an invitation-only memorial

film screening tonight on the 
SFSU campus. The $500 scholar¬ 
ship will be awarded to one SFSU 
cinema student each year. So far, 
$6,860 has been donated in pri¬ 
vate funds. Members of Thomas’s 
family, as well as his ‘partner Ron 
Ng, are expected to attend. 

“Don believed in the power 
and necessity of finding one’s own 
voice,” Ng said. “In our homoge¬ 
neous corporate mediated society, 
our voices and stories are often 
disregarded and ignored, and our 
isolation from each other magni¬ 
fied. Don believed that out of ne¬ 
cessity for our collective survival, 
we need to hear each other’s voic¬ 
es and stories to find our way into 
the future, together.” 

Friends and family said 
. Thomas w^yyelMiked an$.rWe|l- 
regarded for his creativity and 
sense of humor by both faculty 
and students. 

“He was a stellar colleague for 
me, always cheerful and willing to 
help with everything and an ex¬ 
tremely talented artist and film¬ 
maker,” said Martha Gorzycki, as¬ 
sistant professor of cinema and 
animation coordinator. 

Thomas’s earlier films include 
Goodbye, I Love You, which earned 
the 1998 Gold Apple Award from 
the National Educational Media 
Network, and FIXIT, winner of 
the 1994 Silver Apple Award at the 
National Educational Film and 
Television Festival. 

A native of Naperville, Illinois, 
Thomas was among the first 
openly gay high school students in 
his district and served as a role 
model, mentor, and counselor to 
other adolescents struggling with 
issues of sexual orientation. His 
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advocacy for acceptance and tol¬ 
erance remained a priority and is 
evident in his film work. 

He graduated from Northwest¬ 
ern University in 1990 with a 
bachelor’s degree in 
education/human development 
before moving to California. In 
1995 he produced, directed, and 
animated the USA Networks’ Id¬ 
iots In Orbit. In 2001 he was a 
character fabricator for Phantom 
Investigators, a Saturday morning 
stop-motion show on the WB 
Network. 

As his family and friends wrote 
in his obituary, “Don was a talent¬ 
ed and dedicated teacher of ani¬ 
mation at SFSU, who believed that 
our voices must be heard to help 
this world heal and love. He lived 
out his dreams of being an inde¬ 
pendent filmmaker in San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

The SFSU Foundation is ac¬ 
cepting donations in memory of 
Thomas for the scholarship. Last 
month, the Northwest Asian 
American Film Festival in Seattle 
hosted a special screening of Pedro 
+ Tony? to raise money for the 
scholarship fund.

vantages that flow from the assur¬ 
ance of a ‘a stable family structure 
in which children will be reared, 
educated, and socialized,’” and 
found no rational basis “to penal¬ 
ize children by depriving them of 
State benefits” because of their 
parents’ sexual orientation. 

“The marriage ban works a 
deep and scarring hardship on a 
very real segment of the commu¬ 
nity for no rational reason,” the 
decision stated. 

Rather than throw out the 
marriage law as unconstitutional, 
the justices remanded the case to 
the trial court and delayed its im¬ 
plementation for 180 days “to per¬ 
mit the Legislature to take such 
action as it may deem appropriate 
in light of this opinion.” 

Justice John M. Greaney con¬ 
curred with the majority but 
would have gone further. Using 
“equal protection” analysis, he 
would order immediate issuance 
of a marriage license. Delaying the 
remedy “on the grounds that the 
couples are of the same gender, 
constitutes a categorical restric¬ 
tion of a fundamental right.” 

The three dissenters, in a deci¬ 
sion penned by Justice Robert J. 
Corday, argued, “The court has 
transmuted the ‘right’ to marry 
into a right to change the institu¬ 
tion of marriage.” 

They drew upon U.S. Supreme 


Court decisions that tied the “fun¬ 
damental” right to marry “pri¬ 
marily on the underlying interest 
of every individual in procreation, 
which, historically, could only 
legally occur within the construct 
of marriage because sexual inter¬ 
course outside of marriage was a 
criminal act.” 

"... No matter how personal or 
intimate a decision to marry 
someone of the same sex might 
be, the right to make it is not guar¬ 
anteed by the right of personal au¬ 
tonomy.” 

Corday’s dissent acknowledged 
that plaintiffs had made a power¬ 
ful case for the extension of the 
benefits and burdens of civil mar¬ 
riage to same-sex couples, but he 
argued, “that decision must be- 
made by the legislature, not the 
court.” 

Justice Martha B. Sosman, in a 
separate dissent that was joined by 
the two other judges, argued that 
the Legislature should not tinker 
with the traditional definition of - 
marriage until it is sure that it will 
not adversely affect this critical in¬ 
stitution within society. She advo¬ 
cated a circular Catch-22-type ap¬ 
proach that would defer gay mar¬ 
riage until society reached a con¬ 
sensus that the idea in the abstract 
was a good one. 

Reactions 

“This is a momentous legal 
and cultural milestone. The law 
caught up with the reality that gay 
people and families are part of the 
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fabric of our communities,” said 
Mary L. Bonauto, an attorney 
with Gay and Lesbian Advocates 
and Defenders, the Boston-based 
group that represented the gay 
couples. 

“This is a proud moment for 
our family,” said lead plaintiff 
Hillary Goodridge. “We no longer 
have to explain to our 8-year-old 
daughter why we can’t marry, or 
that we love each other even 
though we are not married. And 
more importantly, we’ll be able to 
provide Annie with the full pro¬ 
tections under marriage” that we 
cannot provide now. 

“We hope that our fellow 
Americans will treat these new 
marriages just like they want their 
own to be treated, offering respect 
and support to these couples,” said 
David Buckel, director of Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education’s 
Marriage Project. Lambda is ap¬ 
pealing a lower court decision on 
marriage in New Jersey. 


“Our U.S. Supreme Court vic¬ 
tory [on sodomy] pushed open a 
door that had been locked for gay 
people for decades,” said Kevin 
Cathcart, executive director of 
Lambda Legal. “Today’s decision is 
in that same spirit. We will build 
on our victory and deliver its 
promise to gay people in all areas 
of life, including relationship 
recognition, parenting, schools, 
and employment.” 

Yet even amidst the celebrating 
there were warnings of caution. 
“We are also preparing our fami¬ 
lies for an onslaught of attacks by 
right-wing activists,” said Dave 
Noble, executive director of Na¬ 
tional Stonewall Democrats. “The 
ruling is the beginning, not the 
end, of our struggle for all mar¬ 
riages to be treated equally.” 

The Family Research Council 
is leading the right-wing charge. 
“This is a wake-up call for both 
the American public and our 
elected officials,” said FRC presi¬ 


dent Tony Perkins, predicting the 
apocalypse. 

“If we do not amend the Mass¬ 
achusetts State Constitution so 
that it explicitly protects marriage 
as the union of one man and one 
woman, and if we do not amend 
the U.S. Constitution with a fed¬ 
eral marriage amendment that 
will protect marriage on the fed¬ 
eral level, we will lose marriage in 
this nation. 

“We must amend the Consti¬ 
tution if we are to stop a tyranni¬ 
cal judiciary from redefining mar¬ 
riage to the point of extinction,” 
Perkins said. 

Most leading Democratic po¬ 
litical leaders have embraced a tra¬ 
ditional definition of marriage as 
between a man and a woman, and 
yet have opposed amending the 
Constitution. Their Republican 
counterparts have been wary of 
embracing a constitutional 
amendment, pending the Massa¬ 
chusetts decision. ▼

having sex in bars. 

“If straight people are having 
sex on the beach, the police say 
stop doing that. If it is a gay cou¬ 
ple, they are going to be arrested. 
Gay sex has always been much 
more of a hot button issue and I 
don’t think that is right,” said 
Brace. “I think the ABC regula¬ 
tions should be changed. I sup¬ 
port safer sex and they try to edu¬ 
cate their patrons about that. I do 
believe in responsibility but I also 
believe in freedom of choice.” 

Brace said the incident has 
upset many gay men because they 
remember when police would 
routinely harass and arrest gay 


men in the city’s gay bars. 

“If a bar wants to remain open 
and doesn’t want people to have 
sex, I certainly support that. They 
have a right to run their establish¬ 
ment and to run their bar the way 
they choose,” he said. “But I don’t 
support the ABC coming in and 
arresting patrons in private places 
where in many cases no one is 
being offended and no one cares. 
It takes us back to the bad old days 
where they were arresting people 
in gay bars.” 

Gomez counters that his agents 
are only following the law, which 
prohibits sexual acts from occur¬ 
ring in establishments where alco¬ 
hol is served. And he said his 
agents are not targeting gay bars. 
The ABC only acts when people 
make complaints, he said. 


As My Place awaits a decision 
from ABC administrators, Cip 
said he is launching a new ad cam¬ 
paign in the coming weeks that 
will clearly state the bar’s zero-tol¬ 
erance policy when it comes to 
having sex inside the bar. While he 
feels awful that things had to 
come to this point, he hopes that 
gay men will now realize what the 
consequences can be for engaging 
in certain behaviors. 

“Everybody thought it was us. 
They would get mad at us for 
being hard-asses on them for no 
apparent reason. It isn’t us trying 
to ruin anybody’s good time. You 
can get fucking arrested,” he said. 
“There are lots of sex clubs for 
people to go to. They don’t have to 
think they can come to my bar or 
the Powerhouse to have sex.” ▼

years. 

While it was not the first time 
that White’s lawyers had spoken 
publicly about the trial, Scherr 
said he believed it was the first 
time in many years that they had 
discussed the case and was proba¬ 
bly the first time they had shared a 
stage. 

Hammer quickly brought up 
his theories about the case. 

“I think it was the first gay- 
panic defense,” Hammer said of 
the White trial. “What if it had 
been 12 gay and lesbian people on 
that jury?” 

That point was raised several 
times throughout the evening. 
And Hammer concluded that it 
was jury selection in the White 
case that doomed the trial almost 
from the start. 

Schmidt took exception to 
that, but acknowledged that the 
community has largely made up 
its mind on the issue. 

“I would hazardto say that the 
slaying of Harvey Milk had noth¬ 
ing to do with sexual orientation,” 
he said, “but that falls on deaf ears. 

There were no gays or lesbians 
on White’s jury. That’s the way the 
defense Wanted it, and the prose¬ 
cution played into the defense’s 
hands, Hammer said. 

“Jim [Hammer] alluded to it 
and it’s perfectly true - Doug 
[Schmidt] and I didn’t want gay 
people on the Dan White jury, 
largely because we felt we’d have 
an uphill battle,” Scherr said. “We 
were concerned and we made an 
effort to get a jury that did not 
have gay people on it.” 

Scherr, however, denied the 
White defense was gay panic. The 
evidence showed, he said, that 
Milk was working against the 
reappointment of White to the 
Board of Supervisors after White 
suddenly resigned, then changed 
his mind and went to Moscone to 


get his job back. The night before 
the murders, White had heard that 
he would not be reappointed to 
his seat. 

Scherr downplayed the 
Twinkie defense, saying that 
Schmidt, who did all of the talk¬ 
ing during the 1979 trial, argued 
the murders were not cold-blood¬ 
ed, but committed in the heat of 
passion, coupled with the evi¬ 
dence that White suffered from 
depression. 

“He would go into states where 
he wouldn’t talk. We did present 
evidence of symptoms including 
radical diet change and junk 
food,” Scherr said, but the bottom 
line, he said, was that White killed 
in the heat of passion and was 
mentally impaired. 

“At the White trial we weren’t 
gay bashing,” Scherr added. “The 
defense itself was certainly not de¬ 
meaning Harvey Milk.” 

But Hammer respectfully dis¬ 
agreed. 

“I think it played to the frac¬ 
ture in San Francisco,” he said of 
* the trial. 

Schmidt countered that the law 
by nature is an adversarial system. 

“I look for some bias in my 
favor,” he said. 

“I think the D.A. played into 
that hand,” Hammer replied. 

“I think that’s true,” Scherr ac¬ 
knowledged. “Both sides chose 
conservative, family types that 
look favorably on police and fire¬ 
men.” 

Hammer’s theory is that the 
prosecution should have sought 
another type of juror, perhaps 
more liberal. Generally, prosecu¬ 
tors seek jurors who are more 
conservative, but in the White 
trial, that was exactly the type of 
juror that the defense sought, and 
that was the type of jury that was 
seated because the prosecution 
did not change tactics. 

“Gays typically are more liber¬ 
al and make good jurors - except 
in this case,” Schmidt added. 

The attorneys were asked if the 


verdict would have been the same 
if White had only killed Moscone. 

Scherr said that there has been 
speculation over the years that 
“White ‘improved’ his case by 
killing Harvey Milk. I don’t think 
that’s true.” He pointed out that 
after shooting Moscone, White 
“trotted the length of City Hall,” 
reloaded his weapon at some 
point, then “went to Milk, and 
shot him dead.” 

Hammer disagreed. “I think it 
did [help White],” Hammer said, 
going back to the jury that was se¬ 
lected. “I’m talking about 12 peo¬ 
ple who lived on the West Side. 
They cried for Dan White. They 
did not cry for Harvey Milk.” 

Scherr pointed out that many 
people strongly disliked Moscone 
because he was a liberal mayor, 
and spoke of the political divide in 
San Francisco in the late 1970s, 
saying it was worse then than now. 

During a question and answer 
session that followed, Schmidt 
was asked why White did not take 
the stand. 

■■•■■■■ “Steve and I agreed he should¬ 
n’t testify,” Schmidt said. “His 
story was told through profes¬ 
sionals. The emotional content - 
the taped confession - was played 
by the prosecution. 

“He was a hollow shell of a 
person, with vacant eyes and a 
personality that would not allow 
himself to talk about himself. He 
was a sick man and in fact killed 
himself after being incarcerated 
for five-plus years.” 

“But he wasn’t a zombie,” 
added Scherr. “He appeared at the 
trial.” 

White’s attorneys were asked if 
he ever expressed remorse for the 
killings. Scherr said that he had. 

Schmidt, however, perhaps 
summed up the entire horrific 
case. 

“White did his term in prison, 
agonized for some time, and killed 
himself. So I think the verdict sup¬ 
ported the evidence - and, no¬ 
body won.” ▼ 
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Porn star gives you a bang for your buck

# I traight men have sports he- 

4 roes. Gay men have porn 
stars. Both' are body-based 
careers that lead to lucrative side¬ 
lines: in sports - product endorse¬ 
ments, in porn - escorting. But all 
is not glory. The pitfalls are many 
and the road is often lonely. Many 
more fail than succeed, and the 
show is over the minute your body 
begins to show its age. This week I 
interview Michael Brandon, big- 
dicked, sweet-hearted, gay man, 
who uses his award-winning per¬ 
formances as an adult entertainer 
to keep his life clean. 

What do you do for a living? 

I’m an adult entertainer: es¬ 
cort, porn star, porn producer, 
and owner of a video line. I’m also 
a partner in the Raging Stallion 
Studios, where I’m producer of 
casting and promotions director. 
On the side, I use my porn celebri¬ 
ty to raise money for organiza¬ 
tions like Under One Roof on 
Castro Street. We’re doing a 
fundraiser together on Saturday, 
November 22, at the Eagle. Come 
join the fun. 

Are you really gay? 


Yes. Straight for pay. 

Do you have a big penis? 

I do. I call it “Monster.” I mar¬ 
ket him for what he is: a big cock 
that gets hard and stays hard. It’s 
the only thing on my body that 
has attitude. Monster and I work¬ 
ing together have been a success 
like Sonny and Cher. 

How did you get started? 

I answered an ad for an agent 
recruiting for new stars. I walked 
in, took my clothes off, and did a 
circle to let him see my body - 
no scars or mars. He asked 
me if I could get a hard 
on and by the time the 
words were out of his 
mouth I was 
hard. And sec¬ 
onds later when 
it was raging he 
said, “Uh, I think we can work 
with you.” 

Being an adult entertainer is a 
fantasy career, what's exciting 
about it? 

At first it was exciting to have 
sex with hot guys. But having sex 
with four lamps and a camera up 
your ass and a boom operator and 
a grip here and a grip there quick¬ 
ly becomes a job. What keeps me 
going is knowing that my fans will 
be jacking off to me six months 
down the line. I like making them 
smile. As an escort, it’s my job to 
make them happy for an hour. 
And the exhibitionist in me loves 


traveling the world with Monster 
and doing promotional strip 
shows. 

Years ago, when I was a kid, I 
wanted to be in public relations. 
And here I am, promoting my 
cock! Aretha Franklin was born 
with a singing voice to make peo¬ 
ple happy. I was born with Mon¬ 
ster and the personality and the 
body to bring it to the world and 
make people happy, too. 

What's, uh, hard about 
being an adult enter¬ 
tainer? 

The drugs and al¬ 
cohol. And, god I’ve 
been there, but I’ve been 
clean for four years now. I 
don’t like to 
look in some¬ 
one’s eyes and 
see nothing. 
Life is hard for me sometimes too, 
but I don’t use drugs to escape 
anymore. I have to really take care 
of myself because my profession¬ 
al life is so escapist oriented. It’s a 
tight rope that I walk and I can’t 
afford to be on drugs. 

How has being an adult entertain¬ 
er affected your personal relation¬ 
ships? 

I probably do an average of 10 
to 15 escort clients per week at 
$300 to $350 a pop and porn can 
net me $1,500 a cum shot. So I 
don’t have personal sex very often. 
I do have a handful of very close 
friends for whom I don’t have to 
play “Michael Brandon.” Some¬ 
times I miss sexual intimacy, but 
it’s not for lack of people interest¬ 
ed! 

In terms of my parents, they 
don’t know the details of what I 
do. They might not necessarily be 
happy that I’m an adult entertain¬ 
er, but they’re happy that I’m suc¬ 
cessful in the Field I’ve chosen. 
We’re getting closer again as I get 
older. 

Is it common for porn stars to be 
escorts? 

Yes, but not all of them. Some 
actors are accountants or lawyers 
or work for Microsoft. It’s a fanta¬ 
sy for them. They get to be hot on 
screen. They get to have sex with 
hot guys and get paid for it, and 
get the validation. 

How are pornography and escort¬ 
ing different? 

Escorting, you lock yourself 
into a room and play out the fan¬ 
tasy. It’s in the comfort of your 
own home. Being an escort for 
some is work because they aren’t 
enjoying what they’re doing. 
Maybe if I weren’t as successful as 
I am money might be a bigger 
thing for me. But it isn’t. I can pick 
and choose. 

In porn you’re under bright 
lights with a director, who hope¬ 
fully knows what he’s doing. Being 
on a porn set is work, much more 
so than escorting. But at this point 
in my career I’m producer as well 
as an actor so I get to pick whoev¬ 
er I fuck or fucks me. Most direc¬ 
tors are relieved when I walk onto 
a set because they know it’s going 
to be a good shoot. I connect. I 
love what I do. 

What's your opinion of sex addic¬ 
tion? 

I’m definitely sexually addicted 
(I’ve been on close to 200 sets over 
the last three years). What I’ve 
done with the addiction is turn it 
into a profitable thing. As for my 
clients, some of them would 
spend money on Michael Bran¬ 
don that they shouldn’t. If I sense 
that my services are creating prob-

lems, I become unavailable. 

Is it difficult walking down the 
street as a porn star? 

I used to keep my real name 
very separate from Michael Bran¬ 
don. But until recently I just saw 
myself as a big-dicked white boy, 
there weren’t any other adjectives 
to put with that. But it’s changing. 
Through adult entertaining and 
the 12-step program, I can see the 
changes. The clients love my body 
but they also talk about my per¬ 
sonality and what a nice guy I am. 
The challenge for everybody in 
this business is to bring the char¬ 
acters together, the real guy and 
the porn star. 

How does age play a role in your 
plans? 

I’m 38 now and see myself in 
front of the camera for maybe 
three to five more years. I’m try¬ 
ing to set myself up for when that 
time comes. It will be a difficult 
transition for me because I love 
the validation. But I’m a realist. It 
won’t last forever. 

Where's the money in gay pornog¬ 
raphy? 

You’re not going to make a liv¬ 
ing being a porn star. If you’re 
lucky you make $1,500 a shoot. 
Most of the money from porn 
comes from video sales, so I’ve 
taken my profits and plowed them 
into production. I also use the 
porn star as a vehicle for my es¬ 
corting business. It gets me free 
advertising and calls late at night. 

In terms of the studio business, 
it’s all about self-distribution. You 
have to take away the distribu¬ 
tor/middleman - there’s less has¬ 
sle that way. 

What makes it work? Why are 
you a two-time winner of the Gay 
Video award? 

My love of the camera. My un¬ 
derstanding that my fans are 
going to be seeing this. My drive 
to make this film at least as good if 
not better than my last film. Then 
there’s getting into the other 
actor’s head. “Listen to what I say. 
Watch what I do. Move when I 
move you. Trust me.” If I see fear 
in their eyes, I respond. I connect. 
I shy away from group scenes be¬ 
cause I can’t take care of every¬ 
body on the set. The more com¬ 
fortable the actors are, the better 
the shoot will be. The camera 
picks up everything. It reads ten¬ 
sion and chemistry. 


From the directorial side, it has 
to be as easy and free flowing as 
possible. Don’t over direct. If the 
actor’s getting his groove on, the 
director shouldn’t want him to 
stop and change positions. This is 
where it’s important to have expe¬ 
rienced actors, who know to let 
the light in, who can find the cam¬ 
era and work for it. 

Do you do bareback videos? 

No. On the set we always prac¬ 
tice safe sex. I act as if everyone 
has HIV, then there’s no worries. 
But barebacking videos are very 
popular, it’s a huge part of the in¬ 
dustry. And I’ve had some associ¬ 
ates who’ve gone over to the bare- 
back side. But Michael Brandon, 
the fantasy man, can’t do that. I 
want to show the community how 
to use a condom. If people see 
Michael Brandon fucking without 
a condom then it makes it okay 
for them to do it too. 

If somebody is interested in being 
an adult entertainer, what do you 
tell them? 

I tell him that we’re in the busi¬ 
ness to sell sex and bodies and 
beautiful men. If he’s good, I will 
tell him he has to work hard and 
get connected with reputable peo¬ 
ple like Chi Chi La Rue and Chris 
Ward. 

There’s a lot to watch out for. 
Drama will undo lots of hard 
work: stay away from it as much as 
possible. The same for drugs and 
alcohol. We’ve lost lots of talent 
because of speed, G, X, etc. Being 
successful takes loads of work. 
Folks out there will use their sup¬ 
posed connections to get in your 
pants. 

Tell me about your experience 
with drugs. 

I was homeless for nine years, 
selling drugs to make ends meet. 
And I learned the depths humans 
will go to get what they want. Lots 
of violence over a pinhead of 
dope. I got caught with drugs and 
did prison time for eight and a 
half out of 10 years. In many ways, 
jail saved me from myself. I’ve 
come so far from trying to make a 
pen into a makeshift needle. I’m 
no longer surviving, I’m thriving. 
Life doesn’t have to be horrible. 
I’m living proof. 

What have you learned about the 
difference between gay men and 
straight men? 

There’s not much of a line re¬ 
ally. In prison, when straight guys 
are out in the yard, they’re macho, 
but when the cell door closes and 
they understand that yes, I’m a 
homosexual but not a gossipy 
drama queen, that they can trust 
me, then their legs go up in the air 
very quickly. But it’s usually under 
the guise of falling in love: I make 
them feel good so they want to 
make me feel good. And they’re 
straight to themselves - straight 
culturally that is. I’m beginning to 
think that sex is what gays and 
straights have in common. It’s the 
culture that we create that’s differ¬ 
ent.

Gay Games delegates 
move on after fallout

ith the battle over the li¬ 
cense to host Gay Games 
VII between the Federa¬ 
tion of Gay Games and Montreal 
2006 now over, local federation 
delegates have returned to the Bay 
Area, disappointed but hopeful 
for the future of the official Gay 
Games VII. 

Representatives from Montre¬ 
al 2006, the group that won the 
bid for Gay Games VII, had yet to 
sign contracts or make an initial 
payment two years after winning 
the bid. In refusing to accept the 
final bid, it also made many accu¬ 
sations about the process. 

A statement by the Federation 
of Gay Games said that it was 
“saddened and bewildered by 
Montreal 2006’s aggressive offen¬ 
sive to promote its position at the 
cost of dividing the GLBT com¬ 
munity in general and the Gay 
Games movement in particular.” 

Having raised concerns about 
discord between Canadian sports 
groups and the international fed¬ 
eration, whose offices are in San 
Francisco, federation statements 
cited “blatant inaccuracies” in 
Montreal’s last remarks. 

While representatives of Mon¬ 
treal 2006 may have gained the 
majority of media quotes through 
the week of the Chicago meetings, 
others who participated in the an¬ 
nual meeting, held November 7- 
15, attest to a different experience 
that contradicts Montreal’s 
claims. 

Part of the problem was the 
federation’s inability to counteract 
Montreal’s claims. Unlike Montre¬ 
al 2006, which includes paid em¬ 
ployees in a for-profit company, 
federation communications need¬ 
ed to be approved by a committee 
that was engulfed in the nonprof¬ 
it’s annual meeting agenda. 

Rendez-Vous Montreal 2006 
issued divisive remarks that the 
federation “represents little more 
than itself, with only 21 of the 
1,000 sports teams around the 
world being FGG members.” 

“This remarkably misleading 
statement is shown errant by even 
a cursory look at the federation 
roster,” said a federation statement 
(The expansive list is posted on 
the federation’s Web site, 
www. gaygames. o rg.) 

“The federation represents far 
more than itself,” the FGG state¬ 
ment continued. “It is literally 
composed of directorships that at¬ 
tempt the difficult task of effec¬ 
tively representing the global 
GLBT sport community on a 
largely voluntary and unpaid 


basis. In contrast, Rendez-Vous 
Montreal 2006 was organized to 
represent itself only.” 

Chi-town 

Though this split may give 
Chicago an advantage to host Gay 
Games VII, even organizers of the 
annual meeting - and a previous¬ 
ly unsuccessful bid - offered regret 
over the outcome. 

“The contract called for an ap¬ 
propriate amount of review over 
Montreal’s budget and any addi¬ 
tional elements added to the Gay 
Games in Montreal 2006, should 
additional funding be received,” 
said Kevin Boyer, the Chicago 
Planning Committee lead orga¬ 
nizer for the FGG 2003 annual 
meeting. 

Boyer was the first co-chair of 
Chicago 2006 and currently serves 
on the Chicago Games Inc. board 
of directors, in addition to other 
GLBT groups that supported 
Chicago’s recent and future 
Games bids. 

Tve seen the faces of the FGG 
negotiators and spoken with them 
about what happened,” he said. 
“They are heartbroken that nego¬ 
tiations didn’t succeed, but res¬ 
olute that they would not allow 
another Gay Games to move for¬ 
ward without what they consid¬ 
ered to be appropriate oversight. 
The result could be yet another fi¬ 
nancial debacle, and the further 
degradation of the movement and 
the name.” 

“Gay Games supporters 
around the world can be assured 
that the Gay Games is going for¬ 
ward and its history will be re¬ 
spected,” said FGG co-President 
Roberto Mantaci. “I am personal¬ 
ly proud that our board refocused 
its work to ensure that the Gay 
Games event remains a strong 
statement to the world about mat¬ 


ters of importance involving the 
GLBT community in sports and 
culture.” 

Language barrier 

Bay Area FGG delegates are 
taking the long view, and look 
forward to a possible spring 2004 
decision as to the dates and loca¬ 
tion of the official Games VII. 

Gene Dermody, who served as 
FGG vice president, acting presi¬ 
dent, and now is an individual 
delegate, is also the coach of Gold¬ 
en Gate Wrestling Club. A medal¬ 
ist in each of the first six Games, 
Dermody is known for his pas¬ 
sionate and outspoken knowledge 
of the sometimes arduous 
processes that have built the 
GLBT sports movement. 

The larger issue of financial 
“control” versus “accountability” 
has also been debated. Dermody 
maintains that the federation 
never intended to control the ac¬ 
counts of Montreal, but to oversee 
its progress, to prevent what hap¬ 
pened most recently with Gay 
Games VI. 

“Sydney’s Games would have 
been closed down by their gov¬ 
ernment [they have audit laws 
about ticket sales] before opening 
ceremonies if the government 
knew what was really in the their 
books,” he said. 

Dermody disputed claims of 
“unreasonable controls” being 
made by the federation, to prevent 
the seventh Games from repeating 
the pattern of increasing debt. 

When asked to show sponsor¬ 
ship agreements that Montreal 
2006 claimed to have with 
Tourism Montreal, municipal and 
provincial governments, and 
Radio Canada, Dermody said that 
Montreal representatives failed to 
show up for that meeting.

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Run for your life

I ichard Apodaca defines the 
? term “long-term survivor.” 
Diagnosed with AIDS al¬ 
most before it was even named, 
his life over the past two decades 
is a checklist of more opportunis¬ 
tic infections than most people 
can remember. 

“I had everything, in- 
eluding Stephen John- 
son’s syndrome, where my 
skin came off, and rashes, 
but I just keep plugging 
away.” 

Yet, only a few weeks ago, 
ran the New York 
Marathon, one of sev¬ 
eral amazing accom¬ 
plishments for anyone, 
particularly any 60- 
year-old. 

“Four years ago, I had terrible 
neuropathy,” said the San Francis¬ 
co resident, who is now retired. “I 
couldn’t even put socks on.” 

“At the time, I was constantly 
running out of my cocktail med¬ 
ications. I was living for the next 
clinical trial. The only thing they 
could give me was tranquilizers. 
Most of the day I was nodding 
out.” 

One of those trials was for T20, 
which he said was “very expensive, 
and only prescribed for end-stage 
patients.” 

“I had been a really active per¬ 
son.” For a time, he discontinued 
all medications, and found a pain 
management doctor who tried 
chili oil. 

“It burned my feet,” Apodaca 
said. “But by the fourth day, I 
could walk.” 

Later, back on his meds, his 
. cocktail regimen was maintaining 
his condition, but his tests showed 
low double digits on T-cells, 
which would rise and fall again 
and again. 

Said Apodaca, “It was like 
treading water.” 

He then entered a trial for what 
is now called Fuzeon (enfuvir-

tide). 

According to Roche, the phar¬ 
maceutical company that manu¬ 
factures Fuzeon, it’s “the first fu¬ 
sion inhibitor, representing the 
first new class of anti-HIV treat¬ 
ments in seven years. Unlike all 
currently approved anti-HIV 
drugs, Fuzeon blocks HIV’s abili¬ 
ty to infect healthy immune 
(CD4) cells. When used with 
other anti-HIV 
medicines, Fuzeon 
can reduce the 
amount of HIV in the 
blood and increase the num¬ 
ber of CD4 cells, which has 
been shown to slow HIV 
progression in patients 
who have developed 
resistance to currently 
available medica¬ 
tions.” 

Eight months 
later, Apodaca said he regained his 
energy, his T-cells returned to 
triple digits, and his viral load is 
now undetectable. 

Although treatment requires 
injections in his stomach, the only 
area of his body with enough fat 
to absorb it, Apodaca credits the 
drug for aiding his recovery. 

As thanks, he’s working with 
Roche to be a sort of poster man 
for the treatment. 

He’s also active with Aid for 
AIDS, a nonprofit that sends 
drugs to South America, Central 
America, and South Africa. The 
group collects leftover AIDS med¬ 
ications to bring them to Third 
World countries for patients who 
can’t get even the most basic of 
HIV drugs. 

In between his personalized 
drug-sharing activism, he’s col¬ 
lecting toys for a Mission District 
Christmas party for local kids, or¬ 
ganizing STD training with street 
youth through Mission Health 
Center, and helping out with the 
Names Project. 

He does about one marathon a 
month. 

So much for being “retired.” 

Big Apple 

The New York Marathon 
marked Apodaca’s ninth 
marathon in 18 months, an expe¬ 
rience he called “mind-boggling. 
They get 2 million people on the 
road cheering people on.” 

Being of Mexican and Puerto 
Rican descent, he particularly en¬ 
joyed the occasional shout of 
“Viva Salinas!” and offerings of 
coco frito, a sweet juice drink. 

“We went through Harlem, 
and all these Baptist ladies in big 
hats were handing out Tootsie

Rolls. It was awesome.” 

Born in San Francisco, Apoda¬ 
ca moved to New York at age 19, 
but returned here 15 years ago. 

“When you run down Park Av¬ 
enue, the voices just bounce off 
the buildings. I was tired, but my 
adrenaline flowed.” 

Apodaca hopes to keep run¬ 
ning. He has a dozen marathons 
planned over the next couple of 
months. He’s also been swimming 
in the bay to train for triathlons, 
and occasionally trains with San 
Francisco Frontrunners. He was 
also recently featured in the June 
issue of Runners World. 

“I just feel blessed with good 
genes and good doctors.” 

Another treatment he’s trying 
is human growth hormone. “They 
want to test my thymus, to trick 
my immune system into thinking 
I’m 18. If they can do that, Hump- 
ty Dumpty’s put together again.” 

Not that he doesn’t recall a few 
other lost friends. 

“Whenever I run, I always wear 
a picture of a friend’s face, to re¬ 
mind me,” he said. 

“A lot of us are getting our lives 
back. If you stick with a treatment, 
almost everyone can survive.” 
Apodaca strongly believes that 
some sort of sport or exercise is 
crucial to that regimen. 

That may not include his stal¬ 
wart training, which often in¬ 
cludes a 5 a.m. wake-up call, and a 
trek with his pals at a running 
boot camp. 

All of this renewed enthusiasm 
serves his current focus of getting 
corporations to sponsor his out¬ 
reach toward donations of HIV 
drugs and other means of helping 
others. 

“Some of us just have to do it,” 
he said. “As long as I have that en¬ 
ergy, I’ll do it.”

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They did bring contracts the 
next day, but written only in 
French (federation bylaws state 
that English is the official lan¬ 
guage of all meetings and com¬ 
munications). Dermody said that 
Montreal representatives refused 
to allow the FGG translator to 
view the contracts with a federa¬ 
tion lawyer. 

Dermody noted this as an ex¬ 
ample of Montreal representa¬ 
tives’ previous sensitivity to the 
issue. When asked in 1997 during 
bids for the 2002 Games if the sig¬ 
nage at their proposed events 
would be in French and English, 
Montreal delegates reacted as if 
deeply insulted. 

“They practically blew a gas¬ 
ket,” Dermody said. 

Montreal’s press statements 
also said that Equipe Montreal 
was banned from voting on Mon¬ 
treal’s hosting, calling it “an un¬ 
democratic process.” A later an-

nouncement accused the federa¬ 
tion of “spin,” and using the media 
as a public platform for their is¬ 
sues. 

Yet its statements omitted the 
fact that Equipe Montreal released 
internal sensitive strategic plan¬ 
ning documents that addressed 
FGG weaknesses to the media. 

Montreal 2006 also used an 
unauthorized copy of the Sydney 
2002 database to contact some 
9,000 Gay Games participants, 
fiquipe Montreal was only pro¬ 
hibited from voting on Montreal 
2006 issues, but eventually voted 
out of the federation. 

Team player 

Ross Hayduk, a board member 
of Team San Francisco, also at¬ 
tended the Chicago meeting as a 
voting delegate. 

Currently studying at the 
University of San Francisco in its 
sport management master’s pro¬ 
gram, he said, “As a new dele¬ 
gate, it’s a great responsibility, 
Team SF having grown from San 
Francisco Arts 8c Athletics,” the 


organization headed by Tom 
Waddell, which led to the first 
Games. . 

“I went into it very idealistic,” 
Hayduk said. “I was one of Mon¬ 
treal’s big cheerleaders, and had 
met with [Montreal 2006 co-Pres- 
ident] Mark Tewksbury to discuss 
all the things we wanted to do.” 

As the Chicago meeting 
neared, Hayduk mentioned how 
the FGG Executive Committee 
tried to communicate the previ¬ 
ous history of Montreal’s negoti¬ 
ations. 

Of the late media response to 
the argumentative meetings, Hay¬ 
duk explained that, “Everything 
went out early with Montreal, be¬ 
cause the federation wanted to an¬ 
swer questions truthfully, and did¬ 
n’t answer out of emotion.” 

Despite the past enthusiasm 
for Montreal’s proposal, Hayduk 
knew of the quadrennial event’s 
history. 

“Other bidding cities have 
come in enthusiastically, but then 
it goes bankrupt,” he said. “When 
next page ► 
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ness people friendly. That’s from 
our local residents to people who 
wish to locate or relocate their 
business here to the city of Palm 
Springs. We have a reputation [for 
being unfriendly to business], a 
shadow that’s been lingering over 
us for a number or years. While 
we have vast opportunities that lie 
ahead of us, if we don’t address 
that concern, those opportunities 
will be limited. 

Will business be your focus? 

We’re looking at a $4 million 
deficit. And we only have one in¬ 
dustry, tourism. So it’s important 
that we enhance our identity as an 
inviting tourist destination. While 
at the same time, we are bringing 
in or creating an environment to 
bring more businesses into the 
city so that we expand our tax 
base. So that if God forbid, any¬ 
thing should happen to tourism 
or to the economy which directly 
affects tourism, we will have 
something else to fall back on. 

There’s another component. 
We have more year-round resi¬ 
dents in Palm Springs than we 
ever had. So we have to balance 
our identity as an inviting tourist 
destination with the quality of life 
for our residents. We have a very 
delicate balancing act to perform. 

How important is gay tourism to 
the economy of Palm Springs? 

I think it’s very important. 


Currently, gay visitors are bring¬ 
ing in a significant portion of 
tourism dollars and we are look¬ 
ing at whether we need to invest 
more money in what we know is 
working for us. It’s not just the 
success of our gay hotels but the 
slipover effects because there are a 
lot of gay tourists who stay in the 
mainstream hotels. 

What percentage of the city is 
gay? 

We’re better than 30 percent. 
I’ve heard 40 or 50. We’re not 40 
percent but it might be moving to 
35. A lot of people think the polit¬ 
ical clout is commensurate with 
the economic clout, and it is not, 
because for a lot of people who 
live here, it is their second home, 
so they don’t vote here. The ap¬ 
pearance of the power and influ¬ 
ence of the community is differ¬ 
ent from its actual impact. 

Do you get the sense that some 
people fear that Palm Springs will 
turn into a city that gays are tak¬ 
ing over? 

People have not verbalized that 
concern. But it would be the same 
if this community became a third 
black, or a third Latino, or a third 
Jewish. But in the very near future, 

I am going to have a meeting with 
the clergy from Palm Springs and 
I am going to say to them quite 
pointedly that these are some is¬ 
sues that you are going to have to 
talk to your congregation about. 
And for some of them, I know it’s 
a non-issue. But for others, it’s a 
major issue. 


What are some of the biggest 
changes you've seen in the 14 
years you've lived in Palm 
Springs? 

We’ve been pretty stable overall 
in population of about 42,000 to 
43,000 people, but there’s been a 
complete overturn of the popula¬ 
tion. I did a poll two years ago that 
found that 30 percent of the peo¬ 
ple who lived in Palm Springs 
lived here for five years or less. But 
what was astounding to me is that 
60 percent lived here for 10 years 
or less. While the whole popula¬ 
tion is stable here, there’s been a 
complete overturn in terms of the 
population itself. 

How has the business climate 
changed? 

It hasn’t changed that much. It 
was negative when I came on the 
City Council [eight years ago]. In 
spite of the fact that we’ve made a 
lot of changes, the perception is 
that we’re not business friendly 
and so the perception is the reali¬ 
ty for the perceiver. We’ve never 
addressed the perception. I’ve 
been saying that on the council 
consistently for the past four years 
and it fell on deaf ears. There are 
some very specific things that 
need to be changed and until we 
do those things no one is ever 
going to believe that things are 
different. 

What are some of those things? 

We need to make some adjust¬ 
ments of management. One area 
is our legal staff. If you sit down to 
talk to any developers, or people 


who contract with the city, they 
say our legal staff is the most dif¬ 
ficult legal staff that they’ve ever 
dealt with. People have said to me 
that “I. will not come to Palm 
Springs as long as you have that 
legal staff.” That’s wrong. And 
we’ve heard that over and over 
again yet we haven’t done any¬ 
thing about it. 

What's your take on politics in 
San Francisco? 

I know quite a few people 
there. I don’t really have a specific 
take on the politics there. But 
when it comes to business, it has 
to be able to function because 
that’s generally the livelihood or 
least that balance for your com¬ 
munity in terms of the services 
you can provide within the city 
and the quality of life. If things be¬ 
come so difficult for your city that 
your businesses start leaving, 
you’re in trouble. And we have 
been in trouble and we are trying 
to create an environment for them 
to return. 

Do you get to San Francisco very 
often? 

Not that often. I think I went 
there twice last year but I think I’ll 
be visiting more frequently now. 

With your strong emphasis on 
business, you sound like a Repub¬ 
lican. Why are you a Democrat? 

I’ll tell you why I’m a Democ¬ 
rat. At the last convention, as I 
walked through the Staples Cen¬ 
ter, I saw America. I saw rich, 
poor, every race, color, every sexu¬ 


al orientation seated side by side 
talking about the democratic 
process in this country. Somehow 
people think that to be a Democ¬ 
rat means that you’re not fiscally 
responsible or that you’re not pro- 
business and they see them as the 
antithesis of one another and I 
completely disagree with that. 
Completely. But I will tell you that 
Republicans have been trying to 
recruit me for a long time. 

I read somewhere that you're an 
ordained minister, is that accu¬ 
rate? 

What?! (laughs) Yes, I am an 
ordained minister and I pastored 
for a number of years. I was mar¬ 
ried. I have two children and I 
have a grandchild. 

Where's your family from? 

My former wife and kids are 
from New Orleans. 

They must be very proud of you. 

They are. 

Do you have a partner? 

I’ve been single now for three 
years. You know it’s better to be 
single than to be (long pause) 
dead, (laughs). I have a difficult 
life. When you go out, all of a sud¬ 
den everyone is talking to you, no 
one ever says anything to your 
partner. There are so many de¬ 
mands, and finding someone who 
understands that life. When I was 
married, when I was a minister, it 
was the same way. So everything 
I’ve ever done in life has been like 
that. T 
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you hear the same lines, you feel 
you’re getting set up. The federa¬ 
tion wanted to cut way back, and 
they got rejected at every turn.” 

What the federation wanted to 
know, he said, was how the money 
would be spent. “If you’re going to 
take money away from the athletes 
and put it into a dance party, or a 
lavish cultural festival, tell us 
ahead of time,” he said. 

How Montreal raised funds is 
also questionable. A bidding city 
that has not obtained a license 
should not make deals for an 
event they hadn’t at the time been 
approved to host. Yet Montreal 
used them to justify its departure 
with the federation. 

“They had two years and were 
making deals in the name of the 
federation, using the Games 
name,” said Hayduk. “That’s how 
they got the money.” 

Hayduk asked athletes to con¬ 
sider the difference between 
groups. “We are a nonprofit with 
an all-volunteer staff. People don’t 
understand the meaning of the 
federation. It’s member sports 
teams and athletes all working to¬ 
gether to represent us. We had to 
pay our way. San Francisco ath¬ 
letes don’t realize how heavily they 
are represented, perhaps because 
the FGG hasn’t marketed itself 
properly.” 

The question for the average 
participant remains: when will the 
official Gay Games VII be held, 
and will Montreal 2006 detract 
from that event? 

“It’s unfortunate that Montre¬ 
al feels like it has to program an 
event at the same time,” he said. “If 
they have the $5 million, do some¬ 
thing great in 2005. That would be 
fantastic.” 

Could Montreal provide 
enough housing and hotels for 
both the Games and Divers/Cit6, 
its Pride celebration? Montreal 
said that facilities were being do¬ 
nated, but it offered no proof. 
Hayduk added that numbers 
change from bidding proposals to 


actual contracts. 

Hayduk said, “Lquipe Montre¬ 
al said, ‘Trust us, and if you don’t 
like it, then sue us.’ But we can’t do 
that after they’ve gone bankrupt.” 

“Sydney didn’t need to be that 
big. Athletes are there for the 
sport. In their free time, the ma¬ 
jority were not going to circuit 
parties.” 

And yet, Montreal’s plan in¬ 
cludes simultaneous Pride events 
that some said would turn the 
Games into a sideshow. 

“We were so enthusiastic at 
IGLA 2003,” said Hayduk. “Now, 
to be at odds with Montreal, and 
Mark Tewksbury, is saddening. 
But it’s because I’ve taken a posi¬ 
tion to protect Tom Waddell’s 
legacy.” 

Numbers crunching 

Registration limits were also a 
touchy subject for Montreal, as its 
budget planned fees of up to $200 
U.S. per person. Montreal initially 
projected up to 24,000 partici¬ 
pants. 

Federation delegates were con¬ 
cerned that such a figure would 
have resulted in overcrowding. 
With only 11,000 participants in 
Sydney, some sports filled their 
ranks quickly, leaving most of 
those athletes competing several 
times a day throughout the week 
of competition. 

Yet federation representatives 
did not make any hard demands 
on limits, as Montreal claimed. 

“The federation’s request for a 
financial model that could sup¬ 
port 12,000 athletes was not a 
ceiling or a cap, but rather a foun¬ 
dational starting point on which 
to build the games as large as 
Montreal desired,” said a federa¬ 
tion statement. “Draft 13.5 ac¬ 
cepted Montreal 2006’s initial tar¬ 
get of 16,000 participants and a 
budget of $16 million (Canadian) 
as a base. [It] included mecha¬ 
nisms that would have allowed 
increases to the size and scope of 
Rendez-Vous Montreal 2006 
upon achievement of financial 
targets.” 

But were the blusterings of 
Canadian press releases a cover for 


a less honest stance? Did Montre¬ 
al plan to refuse to sign all along, 
saving themselves $1 million 
Canadian, before negotiations? 

Hayduk wouldn’t speculate, 
but added, “Everyone who be¬ 
lieved in them was stunned when 
we gave in to everything, and they 
still pulled out.” 

Dermody discounted the pos¬ 
sibility that Montreal had no in¬ 
tention of signing. He did hint of 
possible discord within the ranks 
of Montreal’s group, particularly 
the tourism representatives, who 
may have held sway over athletic 
representatives. 

“Tourism Montreal left, leav¬ 
ing [co-President] Mark Tewks¬ 
bury and a few others alone to 
deal with continued federation 
questions,” Dermody said. “They 
were actually two factions that 
could not agree.” 

With the annual gay Pride cel¬ 
ebration, Divers/Cit6, taking place 
the same week, Tourism Montreal 
stands to make its share of in-kind 
and real dollars, simply by having 
thousands of tourists and partici¬ 
pants show up, pay for hotel 
rooms, and bring income to the 
city. “Whether the event goes 
bankrupt or not, they get their 
money,” Dermody added. 

Dermody offered a longer view 
of the history of bids and voting 
between the federation and Mon¬ 
treal. “You have to remember that 
they bid two previous times,” he 
said. 

When they lost the bid to Syd¬ 
ney (for GGVI), Dermody recalls 
their committee making scornful 
accusations of favoritism and bias. 
Yet, the federation chose to forgive 
the outburst, and eventually voted 
the Montreal bid as the 2006 
hosts. 

Having severed ties to the fed¬ 
eration, will Montreal succeed 
with its claims of starting a new 
group of advisers and organizers? 
What sports groups will align 
themselves with Montreal and risk 
taking sides against the federa¬ 
tion? 

Having so adamantly alienated 
potentially thousands of GLBT 
athletes, said Dermody, “They’ve 


burned their bridges.” 

Next on the agenda 

Despite the rancorous split 
with Montreal, other accomplish¬ 
ments were made at the Chicago 
meeting, including elections of 
board members and new partici¬ 
pating sports groups. Southern 
California filmmaker David Sec¬ 
tor also screened his in-progress 
documentary about the history of 
Gay Games. 

A decision is expected soon on 
whether to hold electronic elec¬ 
tions to choose the Gay Games VII 
host city, which will be decided by 
March 15,2004.

He calls Oscar 
‘Granddaddy!’ 

Oscar Wilde’s grandson on the trials 

and tribulations by Brandon Judell 

T he lepers have Mother Teresa, heterosexuals have Pamela Lee Anderson, 
and gays, of course, have Oscar Wilde. As Claude J. Summers notes in 
The Gay & Lesbian Literary Heritage, Wilde was “one of the most ac¬ 
complished writers of his generation, but quite apart from his actual lit¬ 
erary achievement, he is significant as a symbolic figure who exemplified 
a way of being homosexual at a pivotal moment in the emergence of gay 
consciousness, the crucial final decade of the 19th century.” 

Yes, besides his brilliant plays, stories and essays, some feel Wilde left us his 
style. His wit. His pomp. His green carnations. Would gay humor have been so 
deliciously bitchy without Wilde as our icon? Who knows? If so, what a dreary 
lot we would have been without Oscar as our modern Socrates. 

But what has fascinated most Wilde fanatics over the years are their hero’s 
trial, imprisonment, and death shortly after his release. Why did Wilde sue his 
lover’s father, the Marquess of Queensberry, for writing on a card that Wilde was 
posing as a sodomite? And why did Wilde break down in court and incriminate 
himself? 

Well, we shall know more now with the release of Merlin Holland’s The Real 
Trial of Oscar Wilde (4th Estate; $27.95). This is as complete a transcript of 
Wilde’s trials as we’ll ever have, and Holland is Wilde’s grandson. Yes, Wilde had 
two sons, and Merlin is the offspring of Vyvyan. The boys’ surname was-changed 
at the time to protect them from their father’s scandal, and decades later, it still 
remains Holland. 

Chatting with the Paris-based heir of the bon mots, who never actually met 
Oscar, I asked him, why not regain the Wilde moniker? 

“I did consider the possibility in 2000,” Holland admitted in a rather refined

Violinist Sarah Chang with SF Symphony

ichael Tilson Thomas will 
be on hiatus from the San 
Francisco Symphony 
until the first week in December, 
bufesome exciting guest conduc¬ 
tors have been keeping things in¬ 
teresting in his absence. When he 
returns to Davies Hall for an all- 
Stravinsky program, the orchestra 
will be all warmed up and ready 
to go. 

The repertoire in recent weeks 
has been out of the ordinary with¬ 
out proving too much for conser¬ 
vative listeners; and the guest 
artists, two excellent young vio¬ 
linists, have been exceptional. 



Chang: deepened interpretations 


Actually, Sarah Chang was 
much more than that. Her power¬ 
house performance of the 
Shostakovich Violin Concerto No. 
1 last week was the highlight of 
the season thus far. 

At only 21, Chang has grown 
up in every way. The charming 
prodigy who wowed us with the 
Paganini First in 1993, at the ripe 
old age of 12, has suddenly be¬ 
come a woman. Her physical al¬ 
lure is matched by a deepened in¬ 
terpretive maturity; and the al¬ 
ready famous technical facility has 
now been honed to an almost un¬ 
believable degree. 

In the Shostakovich Concerto, 
the long lyrical line of the open¬ 
ing Nocturne and the slow-build¬ 
ing intensity of the third move¬ 
ment Passacaglia require more 
than mastery from the soloist. 
There must be a bond with the 
conductor to grasp the complex 


music and still make a dramatic 
statement. 

Chang was attentive to Rober¬ 
to Abbado’s convincing lead and 
excelled in an outpouring of af¬ 
fecting emotion that also made 
musical sense. The bitingly witty 
Scherzo and dizzying Burlesca fi¬ 
nale ask even more of the violinist 
physically. 

Shostakovich was fairly burst¬ 
ing with good ideas in the long 
First Concerto, and he merrily 
turned the final movement into 
something like an Olympic event. 
Getting through it without faint¬ 
ing deserves admiration; turning 
it on its head earns a standing 
ovation. 

Audiences seem all too willing 
to rise and applaud for almost 
every performance these days, but 
there are times when it is simply a 
spontaneous reaction. Chang 
earned one of the longest and 
most enthusiastic ovations in sev¬ 
eral seasons, and it was a pleasure 
to be part of the tribute. 

Conductor Roberto Abbado 
(nephew of the more famous 
Claudio) collaborated in the stir¬ 
ring event, but was naturally 
eclipsed by Chang. He opened the 
evening with Bruno Maderna’s 
brief, challenging Aura, and fin¬ 
ished with the old crowd-pleaser 
Pictures at an Exhibition. 

Splash down 

It is good that another young 
violinist, James Ehnes, made his 
SFS debut the week before. Fol¬ 
lowing Chang would have erased 
the memory, even though he did 
make a considerable splash on his 
own. 

Returning guest conductor 
David Robertson brought some 
wonderful works of the 20th cen¬ 
tury with him, and provided a 
snazzy setting for the violinist in 
Kurt Weill’s Concerto for Violin 
and Wind Orchestra, Opus 12. 

Also a relative youngster (he is 
27), Ehnes has an elegant stage 
presence and impressive com¬ 
mand. The Weill concerto is an 
exuberant example of the work 
from a fledgling composer, a fit¬ 
ting and offbeat choice for the 
Canadian artist’s Bay Area debut. 

The easy melodic appeal of 
Weill’s later stage works is not im¬ 
mediately apparent, but the jazzy 
syncopation and lemony har¬ 
monies are trademarks. Ehnes re¬ 
lied on a warm tone and steady 
rhythmic technique to maintain a

cogent balance. Musicians and au¬ 
dience alike shared a whale of a 
time and rewarded the soloist 
with genuine enthusiasm. 

Robertson opened the bill with 
another SFS first, Steve Reich’s re¬ 
markably touching Different 
Trains. Essentially a memory 
piece, the composer juxtaposes 
images of American children rid¬ 
ing trains in the safety of the 
States during the 1930s and ’40s 
next to European Jews being 
transported to the camps. 

The piece was originally writ¬ 
ten for the Kronos Quartet; 
Robertson employed the version 
for string orchestra. The plusher 
tone and somewhat labored ap¬ 
proach of the SFS strings detract¬ 
ed a little from the piece’s pro¬ 
found impact, but the recorded 
spoken texts lost none of their 
poignancy. The final effect was 
more than equal to Reich’s mov¬ 
ing meditation. 

Robertson concluded the pro¬ 
gram with a boisterous reading of 
Stravinsky’s Symphony in Three 
Movements. The composer fa¬ 
vored a drier, leaner approach, 
and the opening movement could 
have benefited from a little less 
bravado. Still, the sheer energy of 
the conductor’s interpretation 
was irresistible. 

MTT might be a little jealous 
if he knew how well things have 
been going, but he would more 
likely be proud of his orchestra. 
The season is sailing into the hol¬ 
idays with a satisfying momen¬ 
tum, and his return to the podi¬ 
um with more Stravinsky is high¬ 
ly anticipated. ▼

show off photos of his before- 
and-after masterpiece. That was 
when he artfully removed the 
muttonchops from a woman so 
that she no lohger resembled 
Johnny Cash whenever she 
dressed in black. In his spare time, 
of which he has plenty, the reclu¬ 
sive Christopher paints goblin 
faces on dried yams. 

“My superficiality is very com¬ 
plex,” he moans to a stranger at 
the start of the erratically amus¬ 
ing You Should Be So Lucky. In 
Charles Busch’s 1994 comedy, 
now at New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center, that stranger turns 
out to be Christopher’s fairy god¬ 
father — in the Cinderella sense 
of fairy. 

True, Christopher is gay, but he 
is so neurotically repressed that 
sexual orientation is more a mat¬ 
ter of memory than practice. 
Playwright Busch created the role 
as a change of pace and gender for 
himself, though he has said he 
found it less satisfying than por¬ 
traying the drag divas for which 
he is best-known. The play itself 
feels like the bridge between such 
Busch camp classics as Vampire 
Lesbians of Sodom and Psycho 
Beach Party and the quirky but 
gender-wise mainstream hit Tale 
of the Allergist's Wife that was soon 
to come. 

This straddling style makes for 
some bumpy moments, as does 
an often clumsy structure, making 
it a navigational challenge that is 
unevenly met in director Christo¬ 
pher Jenkins’ production. It does¬ 
n’t feel like the director and his 
cast trusted the material, and they 
hammer at a lot of jokes better left 
as casual asides. 

The plot is a screwball affair, 
set into motion when good- 
Samaritan Christopher offers an 
elderly man a place to rest after he 
has fainted outside his tchotchke- 
infested apartment. Soon Mr. 
Rosenberg, a widower estranged 
from his married daughter, turns 
to Christopher for a surrogate 
son. The old man showers

Christopher with gifts, including 
Cinderella-like access to a black- 
tie charity ball, where he meets his 
future prince, a struggling press 
agent. 

Splitting hairs 

But first there is the awkward 
matter of Mr. Rosenberg’s possi¬ 
ble death by electrolysis, which 
leads to a police investigation 
when it turns out that the de¬ 
ceased had left half of his $20 mil¬ 
lion estate to Christopher. Mr. 
Rosenberg’s shrew-daughter 
wants the whole inheritance, and 
somehow the whole affair winds 
up on an Oprah-like talk show 
where the trembling Christopher 
gets support from his press 
agent/boyfriend, his flamboyant¬ 
ly dramatic sister, and even Mr. 
Rosenberg’s ghost. 

Patrick Michael Dukeman can 
become too studied in his ap¬ 
proach to Christopher, but in 
other moments he is irresistibly 
zany, especially as he channels the 
spirits of various ghosts. Christo¬ 
pher can also lash out when cer¬ 
tain buttons are pushed, but these 
emotional surges don’t quite 
work. A similar problem faces 


Scott Cox, whose boyishly pleas¬ 
ant manner doesn’t have the edge 
to give the press agent the neurot¬ 
ically comic life indicated in the 
dialogue. 

Christopher’s sister, a charac¬ 
ter whose dramatic need in the 
play is questionable, is neverthe¬ 
less played to the hilt by Camilla 
Busnovetsky as a mix of a young 
Katharine Hepburn and Jennifer 
Saunders in AbFab. Adrienne 
Krug comes on strong as the pull- 
out-the-stops suburban bitch 
who is Mr. Rosenberg’s daughter. 
Richard Wenzel is nice enough as 
Mr. Rosenberg, but something is 
lacking. There are several choice 
moments in Laura Smith as the 
Oprah clone. 

Looking back at whole thing, 
You Should Be So Lucky is never 
less than a genial affair, and at 
times a comically inspired one. It 
has a heart even when its head is 
in a mess. Y

Mesmerizing mezzos

S he only criticism that could 
be leveled at Nonesuch’s 
new CD of Bach’s solo can¬ 
tatas “Ich habe genug” and “Mein 
Herze schwimmt um Blut,” with 
Lorraine Hunt Lieberson, is that it 
is not a DVD preserving the Peter 
Sellars stagings of the pieces with 
this singular singing actress. For¬ 
tunately, there’s no loss of drama 
in the mezzo’s probing interpreta¬ 
tions of these two great works. 

Hunt Lieberson’s penchant for 
dramatic acuity, long familiar to 
Bay Area audiences, shuns the¬ 
atrics for their own sake. While 
she hardly stints on a score’s “big 
moments,” her gift is the way she 
inhabits scores, crawling so deeply 
inside the music that everything 
unessential disappears, giving the 
listener-viewer a naked encounter 
with the work. It is a capacity 
given to the few, but Hunt Lieber¬ 
son seems e&Je td do nothing but. 
It’s that last step of greatness be- 
-yond honest artistry to authentic 
experience. 

Doubtless the artist’s own en¬ 
counter with cancer has deepened 



her response to “Ich habe genug,” 
Bach’s most famous solo cantata 
and a seminal work about the ac¬ 
ceptance of death. But artists with 
less subtlety than Hunt Lieberson 
have performed it as if incorrect¬ 
ly understanding its title, render¬ 
ing it as “I’ve had enough” rather 
than, as the cantata’s text plainly 
says, “I have enough.” There’s a 
world of expression in this 
singer’s accbunt of the text that 
goes far beyond Kiibler-Ross’ 
charting of the psychological 
stages of dying. 

The mezzo’s alertness to the 
fine points of text are nowhere 
more apparent than in the famous 
lullaby, “Schlummert ein,” a de¬ 
ceptively complex piece at the 
heart of the cantata. Generations 


of singers have, understandably, 
made it the consolatory core of 
this psychologically harrowing 
work. While Hunt Lieberson 
lends the music its requisite liq¬ 
uidity and emotional resolve, she 
also exposes into the reality of the 
ongoing suffering (“Here I must 
build up misery,/But there, I will 
see/Sweet peace, quiet rest”) for 
what it is. Without a hint of fussi¬ 
ness, she renders the multifaceted 
movement in all its dimensions. 

The sheer richness and depth 
of her vocal palette allow for star¬ 
tling effects. In the final aria, Bach 
sets the word “Tod” on low notes 
that fall out of the musical line 
prominently. Hunt Lieberson 
gives mezzo profundo depth to 
each of these soundings of the 
word for “death,” investing them 
with specific if constantly shifting 
feelings — while rendering the 
music’s excitement with bracing, 
immaculate coloratura. Accounts 
of Sellars’ stagings of the other 
cantata, “My Heart Swims in 
Blood,” make this meditation on 
personal remorse and liberation 
from guilt sound particularly ap¬ 
pealing. In it, the director, who

SFO's superb 'Lady Macbeth of Mtsensk'

an Francisco Opera missed 
an opportunity when it did¬ 
n’t include Lady Macbeth of 
Mtsensk in its gay, lesbian and 
transgender “Night at the Opera” 
package. This scabrous work by 
Dmitri Shostakovich is a festive 
crowdpleaser. Oh, you don’t think 
sex and murder are festive? That 
puts in you in bed with that old 
party-pooper, Joe Stalin, who 
heard Lady Macbeth shortly after 
it opened in Leningrad in 1934 
and was shocked, I tell you, 
shocked by its graphic sex. (Some¬ 
how I don’t think he was dis¬ 
turbed by the murders—that was 
his profession, after all.) 

How graphic is the sex? Well, in 
the new SFO production, original¬ 
ly from Stuttgart, visually not very. 
When Katerina (Solveig Kringel- 
born) and her new lover Sergei 
(Christopher Ventris) finally fall in 
each other’s arms (it’s taken them 
about three minutes to get ac¬ 
quainted), director Johannes 
Schaaf takes his cue from the com¬ 
poser and marches the brass band 
that accompanies their coupling 
onstage. The lovers stand there 
like an embracing statue while the 
trombones do their shocking de- 
tumescent thingee. 

Somehow one gets the feeling 
that Stalin was more musical than 
he let on, because you know they 
didn’t depict coitus on stage in 
1934 Soviet Union. Ergo, even 
Uncle Joe could hear what those 
lowdown trombones were up to. 
It is one of the most hilarious mo¬ 
ments in all opera, but I believe 
that Shostakovich meant it as an 
ironic comment on Katerina’s in¬ 
troduction to rough sex, not a 
condemnation of her natural an¬ 
imal instincts. 

You see, everybody starts talk¬ 
ing about Lady Macbeth of Mtsen¬ 
sk by protesting that even though 
Katerina eventually kills three 
people while trying to hold on to 
the feckless Sergei, she’s really a 
sympathetic victim. No kidding. 
I’ve never thought of her as evil, 
but always as a hapless obsessive, 
so starved for love of any kind 
that she mistakes sex for finer feel¬ 
ings, of which Sergei has none. 
Shostakovich clearly loves Kateri¬ 
na; he completely empathizes 
with her. And his brass band is not 
having fun at her expense, no 
matter what the Stuttgart Ironists 
seem to think. 

Blowzy job 

I speak familiarly of Katerina 
because I first heard the opera in 
1964, when SFO gave the Ameri¬ 
can premiere of Katerina Ismailo¬ 
va , the revised version of Lady 
Macbeth that Shostakovich felt 
compelled to provide, proving his 
loyalty to the Communist state. In 
the 1960s, even in English and 
with a blowzy British heroine, the 
piece still blew me away. It is so 
right on about what happens 
when you give your heart to the 
wrong person; and it has a fantas¬ 
tic orchestration, even bowdler¬ 
ized by its own composer. 

SFO then did the right thing 
by producing it again in 1981, this 
time in the true original Russian 
version, with the great singing ac¬ 
tress Anja Silja in the title role and 
Oakland’s wunderkind Calvin

Simmons in the pit. It was 
Calvin’s greatest triumph at SFO. 
Silja gave herself a sponge bath 
while singing her first aria, and 
my Dad was hooked for life; he 
had no idea opera could be so 
sexy. 

I doubt if he would have been 
so taken with Kringelborn. She’s a 
handsome woman with a volup¬ 
tuous figure, but she hasn’t one- 
tenth of Silja’s erotic stage pres¬ 
ence, nor half the German sopra¬ 
no’s volume. Kringelborn, alas, 
struck me as another of those 
singers favored by SFO general di¬ 
rector Pamela Rosenberg: shape¬ 
ly, decent actress, good musician 
but lacking divine fire, larger- 
than-life stage presence and, for 
want of a better phrase, “star 
power.” I didn’t dislike her, but she 
just seemed too wan for such an 
obsessive character. 

On the other hand, the object 
of her obsession certainly would 
have inspired me to murder. Ven¬ 
tris sang and acted beautifully as 
Parsifal in the summer of 2000, 
but he was born to play 
Shostakovich’s rough, ambitious, 
oversexed farmhand. Bulky, hairy 
and sweaty, he resembles the Oak¬ 
land A’s ex-first baseman Jason 
Giambi. I wonder if he has tats 
like Jason. Let’s not mince words, 
possums, this guy is sex on a stick. 
He also has a strong, vibrant 
tenor, though it is difficult to con¬ 
centrate on hearing him when 
you are goggling at those biceps. 
And, oh yes, S&M fantasists, did I 
mention that Sergei gets flogged 
onstage? 

Everything in this opera hap¬ 
pens onstage, including all three 
richly deserved murders. The hus¬ 
band Zinovy (Vsevolod Grivnov) 
has to go because he’s a whiny 
lickspittle who stands in the way 
of creative sex between his wife 
Katerina and the new farmworker 
Sergei. The slutty convict Sonyet- 
ka (Jane Dutton), whom Katerina 
ruthlessly drowns on the way to 
Siberia, has to go because she’s a 
stone bitch who not only steals 
Sergei’s “affections” and Katerina’s 
last pair of warm stockings, but 
then brags about it and taunts our 
miserable heroine. 

No murder in this opera is 
more deserved than that of Kate¬ 
rina’s lecherous father-in-law, 
Boris (Vladimir Vaneev). Domi¬ 
neering, sadistic, paranoid, he 
craves mushrooms at Midnight, 


and Katerina obliges by mixing 
them with rat poison. (Maybe 
Uncle Joe saw himself in Boris.) 
Vaneev was magnificently malig¬ 
nant, with a huge, Slavic basso 
and weighty but nimble stage 
presence. The rest of the cast of 
20-odd characters was superb, as 
were conductor Donald Runnicles 
and Ian Robertson’s chorus, 
nowhere more so than on the 
doleful trek to Siberia. T

Mr. Timothy by Louis Bayard;

|; i| oor Tiny Tim — trapped 
on the pages of Charles 
Dickens’ A Christmas Carol 
and saddled for all eternity with 
the kind of cherubic sweetness 
that makes some readers lurch for 
insulin. But fear no. more. In 
Louis Bayard’s ingenious sequel, 
Mr. Timothy, Tim is all grown up, 
and, although burdened with a 
host of insecurities and familial 
conflicts, Tim’s gunnin’ for bear. 

In 1860 London, Timothy 
Cratchit is a proud young man, 
somewhat down on his luck. His 
adopted “Uncle N,” known to the 
world at large as Ebenezer 
Scrooge, is his patron. But Timo¬ 
thy would rather do things his 
way, without begging for help. Yet 
a literate education does not fully 
compensate for his impoverished 
financial situation and shabby 
wardrobe. And Timothy’s good 
intentions and pleasant de¬ 
meanor have not enabled him to 
overcome the embarrassment 
that accompanies his pronounced 
limp. Then there are those ghosts 
he keeps seeing. His dead father 
appears in various locations 
around London, at the most un¬ 
expected times. Spirited appari¬ 
tions seem to run in the Cratchit 
family.

Finally, there is the unexplored 
issue of Timothy’s sexual procliv¬ 
ities. He casually refers to only one 
sexual experience with a woman, 
and he is regularly insulted by 
those who suggest women might 
not be his sexual partners of 
choice. On occasion, Timothy still 
longs for the return of a former 
male tutor whose devotion to 
young Tiny Tim crossed the line 
to such an extent that the tutor 
was fired. 

Given these issues, it should 
surprise no one when, in the be¬ 
ginning of Mr. Timothy, we find 
Tim residing in a brothel. Although 
hired as a bookkeeper, his real job is 
to teach the madam to read, while 
he studiously avoids any intimate 
encounters with the prostitutes. 
He’s a moody soul, and when a des¬ 


perate 10-year-old street urchin 
named Philomela catches his eye, 
Timothy feels the need to assist her. 
To these ends, he enlists the sup¬ 
port of a young vagabond named 
Colin the Melodious who seems to 
have emerged full-blown from the 
pages of Oliver Twist. 

Author Louis Bayard begins 
his latest novel with a light-heart¬ 
ed tone that belies a darkness that 
is yet to come. By the middle of 
Mr. Timothy, the smoldering ex¬ 
cesses of Victorian London bub¬ 
ble to the surface of her grimy 
streets. Murder, larceny, perjury, 
rape, and kidnapping take stage 
center. And as 10-year-old girls 
are sold into prostitution, a seem¬ 
ingly innocuous, whimsical novel 
turns into a thoroughly engross¬ 
ing thriller. 

Bayard is a wonderful writer, 
and Mr. Timothy is a great page- 
turner that successfully wraps 
spiritual and literary leitmotifs 
into a brilliantly original narrative. 
As a Sherlock Holmes-meets- The 
Silence of the Lambs hybrid, Mr. 
Timothy could be the perfect 
stocking-stuffer for a literate 
friend whose genial bonhomie 
masks a darker personal nature. ▼

clearly audible on this beguiling 
CD make the move, if it is that, 
seem savvy. The voice, solid as 
ever at its core, continues to ripen, 
with notable gains in depth, com¬ 
plexity, and individuality. 

There’s as much -frappe as 
tartare in the repertoire, but that’s 
French music for you, and Kozena 
leaves no doubt that she knows 
how to handle both. In this, she is 
ideally partnered by the Mahler 
Chamber Orchestra under Marc 
Minkowski, whose unerring sense 
of idiom makes his ventures be¬ 
yond his own early-music base 
more convincing. 

If you leave some time be¬ 
tween Hunt Lieberson’s scorching 
coloratura and the frippery of 
Auber’s “Flamme vengresse,” 
which opens this CD, there’s room 
to admire both, and the sheer 
agility and charm of Kozena’s 
singing. She wisely limits her ex¬ 
cursions into Carmen and Verdi’s 
Eboli to those femme fatales’ bub¬ 
blier moments — but they exude 
character. The beguiling excerpts 
from Massenet’s Cleopatre and 
Cendrillon suggest some bona fide 
new career paths. T

has done some of his best work 
with Hunt Lieberson, made ex¬ 
tensive use of the highly abstract, 
Asian-theater-based gestures that 
have alienated his detractors while 
always moving me (and eliciting 
particularly memorable perfor¬ 
mances from Hunt Lieberson). 

Shorn of all visuals, Hunt 
Lieberson’s performance of this 
yet more complex work is no less 
astonishing. It has an even broad¬ 
er range of expression, and more 
vocal fireworks, but the singer’s 
precise sense of relative propor¬ 
tion allow both text And music to 
emerge with untrammeled power.

Petal-pushing in 'The Flower of Evil' 


Chabrol

V 1 hey are a very French family. 
They smoke. They kiss each 
other on both cheeks, on the 
forehead, or on one cheek only, 
upon entering or leaving the 
room. The only exception to all of 
the familial smooching in The 
Flower of Evil is the interaction 
between the handsome father 
. (Gerard, played by Bernard Le 
Coq) and the sexy son (Francois, 
The Piano Teachers Benoit Mag- 
imel). These two awkwardly grasp 
one another’s shoulders, even 
upon first reuniting after a four- 
year separation, during which 
Francois was in America. He has 
just returned, “as if I had never 
been gone,” to his haute-bour¬ 
geois family manse in Bourdeaux, 
and to a whodunit soap opera 
that is about to take place there. 

If this is indeed a soap, it is a 
very sophisticated one in the 
hands of veteran director Claude 
Chabrol, whose 50th film this is. 
Sexual tension erupts in the first 
reel when Francois first catches a 
glimpse of his gorgeous stepsister 
Michele (Melanie Doutey), who is 
also his first cousin. The two 
clearly cannot wait to get their 
hands on each other, and this is 
the least of the semi-incestuous 


intrigues that happen beneath the 
roofs of the various maisons of the 
Charpin-Vasseur family. 

The father, a pharmacist, ap¬ 
pears to be schtupping his female 
customers in his second-story of¬ 
fice. Francois’ stepmother Anne 
(played by veteran screen actress 
Nathalie Baye) is running for 
mayor of the town, but her cam¬ 
paign is haunted by a malicious 
hate campaign that opens up sev¬ 
eral closets, including one involv¬ 
ing an unsolved murder, in her 
family. Even sweet old Aunt 
Micheline (“Tante Line,” played 
by Suzanne Flon), the wrinkled 
lady who serves up the boeuf 
bourgignon (and is wise to the love 
affair between the young cousins), 
has a secret, which is slowly re¬ 
vealed in flashbacks and voice¬ 
over ghosts from her past. 

Chabrol was one of the origi¬ 
nal gang of the nouvelle vague 
(New Wave) of young directors 
who changed the face of French 
cinema in the 1950s and ’60s. He 
is often, in fact, given credit for 
defining this term for a bunch of 
creative filmmakers (including 
Godard, Truffaut, Rohmer) who 
actually had little in common, 
stylistically. Beginning as. a 
cineaste whose gripping psycho¬ 
logical studies like Les Biches 
(1969), with its theme of bisexu¬ 


ality, set the world on its head, 
young Chabrol evolved into a re¬ 
spected middle-aged director of 
such solid and safe fare as the 
1991 version of Madame Bovary 
with Isabelle Huppert. 

With The Flower of Evil, the 
73-year-old writer-director proves 
that he still has his touch with this 
taut screenplay, whose closest 
American cousin is Kenneth 
Branagh’s Dead Again. The musi¬ 
cal soundtrack floats in and out 
only when necessary to create 
dramatic tension, or to revive the 
past through a nostalgic ’40s bal¬ 
lad, “Un Souvenir.” The complex, 
three-generation family history of 
intermarriage and intrigue could 
use a family tree (in fact, one was 
provided in the press notes), but 
the details are irrelevant. 
Chabrol’s irreverent theme, as 
well as his criticism of bourgeois 
life, is stated by one of the charac¬ 
ters: “Time does not exist. Life is 
one perpetual present.” Now play¬ 
ing. T

Mood swings 

Porn Theatre was born out of 
its creator’s grief following the 
death of his adopted son; in the 
film, this grief becomes a state of 
mourning for the catastrophe that 
AIDS has wrought on the genera¬ 
tion of Nolot’s ex-gigolo, whose 
moods swing from suicidal to 
voyeuristic to orgiastic. Nolot 
notes in an interview that his. sex¬ 
ual ideal is the threeway: two 
women and a man, or two men 
and a woman. In this spirit, much 
of the vivid sexplay on display is 
initiated by the transvestite char¬ 
acters, who, despite their beer guts 
and saggy jowls, come on to their 
tricks as if they were the Florence 
Nightingales of cocksucking. “Do 
1 suck as well as your wife?” 

Olivier Torres is haunting as an 
aging transvestite, decrying his 
clients as the men with “fragile 
rectums,” men who can’t bare too 
close a glimpse of their true de¬ 
sires. Like the chorus from an es¬ 
pecially randy modern opera, 
Porn Theatre reveals what its pa¬ 
trons have to say to each other in 


the dark. That cute guy, who 
seems a dream come true, turns 
out to be just another working 
girl. “It’s a bargain. I used to 
charge a 100 [francs] in the army.” 

Nolot’s ex-gigolo survives by 
treating each visit to the theatre as 
if it were an army combat mis¬ 
sion. His extra-large trousers are 
equipped with zippered compart¬ 
ments for stashing money, lube, 
and two sizes of condoms. Like 
Bogart’s Rick, he has his own per¬ 
sonal code, with its hard-bitten 
romanticism. “What is sad is 
when a friend dies, it reassures 
me. It’s not my turn yet.” He lets a 
young army vet come on his chest 
with the same seeming noncha¬ 
lance that Bogart displays when 
he permits the young Hungarian 
woman to beat his roulette wheel: 
as if he knew that the “devil [still] 
has these people by the throat.” 

Inevitably, the joint is raided; 
and, as in Casablanca, only the 
usual suspects are led away, young 
Arab men caught without identi¬ 
ty papers, the cynical Paris cops 
snarling as they file out with their 
prey. “Why don’t those faggots go 
to see gay films?” ▼

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Queers on TV: they’re one in a million 




by Victoria A. Brownworth 

he cover of this month’s 

Vanity Fair, white-on-white 

and ultra-hip, addresses the 
“queer TV boom” — nicely timed 
to promo shows for November 
sweeps month, but we’re not cyn¬ 
ical. Since Queer Eye became a 
mega-hit and Ellen DeGeneres 
returned to network TV, only the 
most’conservative media outlets 
have ignored what TV Guide and 
other industry publications have 
dubbed a trend. The Vanity Fair 
piece implies that TV is so queer 
that at any point during the day 
or night, one can catch queer TV. 
Of course, as often as HBO re¬ 
runs its programming, that may 
actually be true, but it would 
mean watching the same episodes 
of Queer Eye over and over like 
some gay Groundhog Day. 

The reality, however, is that 
queers are not as omnipresent on 
TV as the straight media (or the 
right-wing ideologues sounding 
the cymbals of Leviticus) would 
have one believe. But those who 
monitor trends in TV for a living 
can count. Ten percent of the 
population is queer. There is no 
representative 10% of TV pro¬ 
gramming. The so-called queer 
TV explosion is a white-flamer 
surge. Look around for lesbian 
TV; can’t find it? And are there 
queers of color on TV other than 
on HBO’s Six Feet Under? 

Did we miss the all-black 
cover of Vanity Fair about the 
new black trend on TV when 
UPN hit big, or the multihued 


cover with the Latino trend when 
Univision became the most pop¬ 
ular network in the US? Perhaps 
those cover stories were scrapped 
as too provocative or simply too 
insulting because race, unlike 
being queer, is a “lifestyle?” 

Tokenism does not make a 
trend, nor does one ratings grab¬ 
ber. It’s not enough to have one 
queer on a program, like Bill 
Brochtrup’s character John on 
NYPD Blue. Brochtrup has been 
a regular on the Emmy-winning 
ABC drama for years, and but for 
a brief flutter last season, has had 
no real storyline in that time. 
Why? Brochtrup’s character most 
often acts as a conduit to queer- 
themed shows, which Blue does 
several times a season, but not al¬ 
ways in a positive way. Otherwise, 
he is purely window-dressing. 

The facts of so-called queer 
TV are not as thrilling as the sexy 
Vanity Fair cover would presume. 
One fact is the trendiness factor. 


This neither make§ for good TV 
(witness ABC’s unfunny It's All 
Relative) nor for solid TV, by 
which we mean lasting presence 
in the overall TV landscape. For 
example, reality TV shows are 
here to stay, but very few have se¬ 
ries longevity; most are one-sea- 
son wonders. Perhaps Queer Eye 
will be a several-season success, 
but at some point, viewers will 
tire of the novelty, and ratings 
will go down, as they have for 
even the best reality shows 
like Survivor and The 
Bachelor. 

The only spots 
with longevity for 
queers on TV are on 
sitcoms and dramas, 

TV’s reliable staples. 

Will & Grace remains 
the one true 
queer TV show 

because it’s all- _ 

queer, all the 

time, and, unlike Relative, it’s hi¬ 
larious. Bruce Vilanch and Ellen 
DeGeneres can do Hollywood 
Squares till the cows come home, 
but their presence will not have 
the impact a longstanding queer 
character (with a storyline) can 
have. Regular characters on non¬ 
queer (that is, non-specialized) 
programming are what will drive 
home the reality to straights that 
queers are a majority minority in 
the US. Showing Queer Eye 
around the clock can’t do that, 
because to straight America, that 
show and the Fab Five are anom¬ 
alous. They don’t know trendy 
queer decorators. But they might 
have a queer office-mate like 
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Brochtrup on Blue. Only full in¬ 
tegration into the TV landscape 
will create a real queer TV trend. 

Educating Oprah 

Witness last week’s surprise 
comments by Oprah, who bless¬ 
edly has returned to serious sub¬ 
jects for at least half of her shows. 
The savvy and super-sophisticat¬ 
ed talk show diva asked, with 
utter straight sincerity, On an 
episode devoted to revealing se¬ 
crets: “Is anyone still in the closet? 
I mean, you have Queer 
Eye and Will & Grace 
and all those other 
shows.” But a young 
' lesbian who had just 
shown part of her 
short film on coming 
out, and a gay NFL 
player who 
was appearing 

_ with his lover 

and explaining 
why he finally came out on a TV 
sports show, were politely 
shocked by Oprah’s ignorance. 
Both explained why so many 
queers remain in the closet, and 
how hard it remains to be queer. 
Much as we love it, Queer Eye has 
no impact whatsoever on that 
fact. 

More doesn’t necessarily 
mean better when it comes to 
queer TV. Last week’s sweeps 
episode of Law & Order: SVU 
was terrific, dealing as it did with 
homophobia, reparative therapy 
and anti-gay murder. It included 
a Rev. Fred Phelps character, as 
well as a theorist who posited 
that being queer was arrested de¬ 
velopment. The episode put the 
whole reparative-therapy scene 
on trial. It starred Oscar nominee 
George Segal and Michael Boat¬ 
man, both cast radically against 
type. The show also had series 
regulars talk about their feelings 
about queerness. Watching the 
detectives seeking to avenge the 
murder of a queer just as strong¬ 
ly as if he had been a straight vic¬ 
tim was real queer TV. But in the 
trial aspect of the show, the 
drama centered on the victim’s 
lover, the closeted son of a repar¬ 
ative theorist, and the queer vic¬ 
tim was lost in the dramatic 
shuffle. In the end, although the 
killer was convicted, the murder 
victim was forgotten. 

In past weeks', ABC’s The Prac¬ 
tice has been delving into the 
queer scene from another unsa¬ 
vory angle, racism, portraying 
two white supremacists as re¬ 


pressed homosexuals. But isn’t 
this a variation on Basic Instinct, 
where the queers are killers (a 
rarity in real life)? The same 
might be said of the season open¬ 
er for NYPD Blue, which featured 
a pedophile who preyed on boys 
and was a killer. 

We have to be careful what we 
wish for. On network as well as 
cable TV, queer stereotypes re¬ 
main the norm, not the exception. 
There’s a vast straight wasteland 
out there in TV-land. Where is the 
GLBT version of Malcolm in the 
Middle, or the replacements for 
the young queer characters on the 
now-defunct Buffy, the Vampire 
Slayer and Dawson’s Creek? Those 
queer characters were central to 
those shows and reached the teen 
audience desperate for role mod¬ 
els on the tube. Where are the les¬ 
bians and queers of color? Not 
every queer is represented by the 
Fab Five on Jack on W&G. ER is 
fabulous this season, but what 
happened to Laura Innes’ charac¬ 
ter Kerri Weaver’s relationship 
with her Latina lover Sandy, and 
their struggle to have a baby? 

Let’s hope we continue to see 
more queer TV on Oprah, too. 
Last week, Melissa Etheridge and 
Dolly Parton did a duet together, 
which was such high-dyke camp. 
Etheridge also discussed her re¬ 
cent marriage to her new bride. 
Parton quipped that she was defi¬ 
nitely for queer marriage, because 
“y’all should have to suffer like we 
do.” On this episode of Oprah, 
which featured major women 
music artists, each discussed her 
personal life. Thus Etheridge was 
part of the canvas, not in a spe¬ 
cialized, “explaining the queer 
lifestyle” role. That works. 

Finally, can we just embrace 
the concept that Private Jessica 
Lynch was made a pawn of the 
Bush Administration, and stop 
vilifying her? The young woman 
will likely never walk again with¬ 
out aid, suffered tremendous in¬ 
juries including rape, and none of 
it would have happened were she 
not deployed to Iraq. Lynch 
seemed to be sincere and down- 
to-earth in the Diane Sawyer ex¬ 
clusive on Veteran’s Day. One can 
only lament how changed (not 
for the better) her life and the 
lives of all the other young sol¬ 
diers who have been sent to Iraq 
have been. Think Lynch isn’t 
heroic? How many members of 
Congress have stood up to the 
Bush Iraq doctrine the way she 
has? T 


Then and now

L ast week, Cold Case, the CBS drama set in Philadelphia that 
looks at unsolved crimes, reopened the beating death of a 
young athlete in an alley near a fag bar in 1964. “I think the 
police swept this one under the rug,” Danny’s mother says, “and my 
husband and I helped them do it. We didn’t push.” She was seeking 
knowledge and closure. 

“Danny” was a star on the University of Pennsylvania baseball 
team. The story was told by those who knew him, through a series 
of black-and-white flashbacks richly evocative of an era of under¬ 
ground clubs run by the Mafia, police raids and harassment, and 
the fear that was the closet. 

The tension and violence was real, but so, too, were the strength 
and camaraderie of gay men and women to survive those times. It 
comes through in the defiance and humor of “Tinkerbell,” then a 
tiara-wearing black diva, now an aging and portly drag queen. It 
was also in the anguish of Danny’s boyfriend, now a prominent 
judge, who said, “In some ways, Danny was ahead of his time. He 
didn’t hate himself.” 

The episode was ah extremely powerful and moving window 
into gay life then and now. Be sure to catch it on a repeat. ▼

Chris Marker films give 
play at the Castro Theatre

ilmmaker Chris Marker 
must be one of France’s best- 
kept secrets. Perhaps the 
oddity of his birthplace — Ulan 
Bator, Mongolia — and the length 
of his given name — Christian 
Francois Bouche-Villeneuve — 
provided the incentive for an early 
mid-life crisis. Already a success¬ 
ful writer with a novel to his cred¬ 
it in his thirties, he took a life¬ 
changing detour into film, begin¬ 
ning by collaborating on docu¬ 
mentaries with Alain Resnais ( Hi¬ 
roshima Mon Amour, Last Year at 
Marienbad). It was a partnership 
that probably heightened his fas¬ 
cination with the mysteries of 
how humans cope with the con¬ 
fusing dualities of time and mem¬ 
ory. 

Although technically a mem¬ 
ber of the French New Wave, 
Marker’s insistence on combining 
the personal essay with a cinema 
verite style of nonfiction film- 
making has rendered him much 
less of a household name than his 
flashier fiction peers Truffaut, Go¬ 
dard or Rohmer. 

The Castro Theatre’s double 
bill of Sans Soleil and La Jetee 
(November 21-27) gives us Chris 
Marker at the top of his form in 
two astonishingly different films. 

At first glance, the 1982 Sans 
Soleil, or literally Sunless, could be 
viewed as one the screen’s most 
eclectic travelogues, consisting as 
it does of Marker’s impressions of 
modern Tokyo, Iceland, and the 
African nation of Guinea-Bissau, 
with an odd excursion in search of 
Hitchcock’s San Francisco loca¬ 
tions for Vertigo. 

Marker devotes much of the 
film to visually arresting if wildly 
eccentric observations about 
modern Japanese culture. In 
scenes that would not feel out of 
place in Sofia Coppola’s Lost in 
Translation, Marker cruises 
through the baffling, Big Brother¬ 
like videoscape of modern Tokyo, 
adding, “The more you watch 
Japanese television, the more you 
feel it’s watching you.” 

Marker notes the Japanese zest

for concocting religious-like cere¬ 
monies for everyday problems, 
such as Tokyo’s memorial to lost 
cats, or “a ceremony where broken 
dolls are burned in public. I 
looked at their faces [and saw] the 
same look as the look on the faces 
of the kamikaze pilots.” 

He depicts Tokyo’s faddish and 
zombie-like youth culture, with 
its unofficial early retirement age, 
and shows a Japanese model 
doing a spooky impersonation of 
the late President John F. Kennedy 
in a department-store fashion 
show, complete with soundtrack: 
“Ask not what your country can 
do for you, ask what you can do 
for your country.” The filmmaker 
then drops a telling aside: “My 
dreams find expression in the de¬ 
partment stores of Tokyo.” 

If you find yourself wondering 
where all this is headed, in the end 
Marker makes a coherent philo¬ 
sophical statement linking Japan’s 
ancient warlike traditions (samu¬ 
rai fighters) to the most recent 
and ephemeral fads. “The Pac 
Man is the perfect video embodi¬ 
ment of man’s fate,” he says. “It’s 
Japan that could be the fulfillment 
of the French writers who wanted 
divorce to be a sacrament.” 

Airport novel 

Marker’s 30-minute short La 
Jetee is a Beyond the Twilight 
Zone- quality science-fiction tale 
set in Paris’ Orly Airport. A man 
who has witnessed the outbreak 
of World War III is interrogated 
by scientists in an underground 
bunker where the survivors of the 
catastrophe have retreated. Grad¬ 
ually, under the influence of 
drugs, he recalls a memory of the 
day of the attack, when he 
glimpsed a startling incident at 
the airport. 

“Only later did he realize that 
he saw a man die. Soon after¬ 
wards, Paris was blown up.” 
Marker tells the short fable in a 
mesmerizingly beautiful series of 
black-and-white and not entirely 
still photographs, which lend a 
haunting quality. ▼

The San Francisco Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus, under the beautifully balanced 
baton of Artistic Director & Conductor 
Dr. Kathleen McGuire, sings soaring 
hosannahs to the heavens with grace, 
dignity, and exquisite harmonies. In 
their glorious 25th Anniversary Cele¬ 
bration at Louise M. Davies Symphony 
Hall.last Monday, November 17, the 
Chorus agd orchestra lifted the spirits 
of a hugely appreciative audience — the 
cream of San Francisco gay and lesbian 
society — and proved they are indeed a 
world-class musical entity, with an es¬ 
pecially warm place in their hearts for 
the City they call home. 

Presented by Golden Gate Perform¬ 
ing Arts, Inc., with impressive corpo¬ 
rate and community sponsorships, the 
concert “Closer than ever” succeeded 
both in honoring the Chorus’s rich 
past and in presenting a coherent vi¬ 
sion of its future. The impeccably tuxe- 
doed men and orchestra, the epitome 
of elegance and good taste, welcomed 
three local heroes to the stage to share 
in the moment: Donna Sachet in a 
spectacular silver-and-black sweeping 
gown, bowing to her “Dancing Queen” 
fame; Armistead Maupin, who noted 
his literary alter-ego Michael Tolliver 
was a member of the Chorus, “and he 
did all the things I wanted to do. He did 
my dirty work for me;” and the much- 
beloved chanteuse Sharon McNight in 
a stunning red outfit with a 15’ match¬ 
ing boa, who musically insisted: “Read 
my lips: No free tricks!” 

Original Chorus conductor Dick 
Kramer took the podium at the end of 
the concert to lead a rousing “Stout¬ 
hearted Men,” and long-time Chorus 
conductor Dr. Stan Hill followed with 
“Never Ever” from NakedMan. Those 
were inspiring moments, but the future 
of the Chorus clearly is in the compe¬ 
tent hands of current conductor 
McGuire. The program she presented 
ranged from devotional pieces (the 
concert opened with a Mendelssohn- 
Bartholdy rendition of the Psalm 
“Thou, Lord, our refuge,” followed by 
an “Alleluia”), to the distinctly literary 
“Michael’s Letter to Mama,” a section 
of David Maddux’s Music for Michael 
Mouse: Songs & Selected Readings from 
Tales of the City. Here Maupin narrated 
a musical rendition of Michael 
“Mouse” Tolliver’s coming-out letter 
to his mother, attempting to give her a 
sense of what it means to be gay. It was 
potent and deeply moving. 

My personal favorite of the night 
was the powerful, often staccato-like 
singing on Carl Orff’s 13th Century 
medieval poem “In taberna quando 
sumus” from Carmina Burana. The 
piece ably demonstrated the group’s 
consummate musicianship. 

The Chorus’s “Fifth Section”— the 
many lost to AIDS — no doubt were 
listening in and smiling with Pride. ▼

duction stills. Suddenly, we’ve got 
the full Dolby sound, widescreen, 
Technicolor version. It’s there, and 
it lives. People have said to me to 
read it as a play, and it’s laid out 
like a play, it’s gripping. It’s excit¬ 
ing. It’s depressing. It’s awful to 
see how Oscar, off his guard, sud¬ 
denly basically talks himself into 
prison. There are other bits in 
there which were left out earlier: a 
whole examination of Oscar’s 
views on the French writer Huys- 
mans, which was just five lines in 
square brackets in previous ver¬ 
sions, and it’s now 1,500 words. 
His views on French art and liter¬ 
ature. There is much more on a 
couple, Alfonso Conway and Ed¬ 
ward Shelley, amongst the rent 
boys. In the end, it’s almost as 
gQod as having a tape-recording 
of the trials.” 

But most important, the tran¬ 
script and Holland’s commentary 
prove that although Wilde did not 
go into court to be a gay martyr, 
by the end he accepted his fate, 
and he did indeed proudly take on 
that mantle. ▼ 


ly have the courage to do it. 
Nothing to do with Oscar, but 
I’ve lived as Holland all my life, 
and my dad was called Holland, 
and my son’s calledTIolland. Do 
I really want to change my iden¬ 
tity? I said to someone the other 
day, if there is a time to do it, it 
will be on my deathbed, leaving 
everybody else to pick up the 
pieces.” 

Prosecuting Wilde 

Moving back to the book, I 
wondered aloud what was so spe¬ 
cial about the edition. After all, 
previous transcripts had been 
published over the years. 

“Oh, I worked it out to about 
28,000 words in previous editions 
of that first trial, and we’ve pow j 
got 85,000,” Holland prdmdlf-re-' 
counted. “It’s nearly three times as 
long as any thing we’ve ever had 
before. The new material will be 
fascinating for the Wilde buffs, the 
lawyers, and the students of psy¬ 
chology. Looking at the way 
which [Queensberry’s lawyer] Ed¬ 
ward Carson conducts his de¬ 
fense, what it ultimately amounts 


to is almost a prosecution of 
Wilde. When you see how aggres¬ 
sively Carson cross-examines my 
grandfather, one can be forgiven 
for believing that this is actually 
the trial of Wilde himself. 

“This has never really come 
out with that strength before. The 
previous editions have been edit¬ 
ed down to more or less the bare 
facts. For example, Oscar gets" 
much more rattled much earlier 
than that famous occasion when 
he’s asked did he kiss that boy, and 
Oscar replies, ‘No, he was far too 
ugly.’ This is, of course, the great 
turning point in the ^hole'story. 
But before that, tffere are several 
exchanges with Carson where 
Carson really goes at him, and 
Oscar actually appeals once to his 
counselor and once to the judge 
even, saying,‘Do I have to be con¬ 
tinually put under this pressure of 
cross-examination when I’ve 
given you my answer?’ 

“With this new transcript,” 
Holland added, “the whole thing 
comes alive. Previously it was like 
only having black-and-white pro- 


brought great pain to her and 
their children.

Wilde’s grandson 
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voice. Holland, who once sold 
paper to Arabs and later imported 
ceramics, before becoming a 
Wilde expert, continued, “The 
point of it would have been not 
only for Oscar, but also for his 
mother and his father, because 
both of them were extraordinary 
people in the history of Ireland in 
their own way. It would have been 
a question of putting the Wilde 
family name back on the map. I 
did think about it quite seriously. 
My son was going to be 21, my 
book of Wilde’s collected letters 
was out already, and I possibly 
could have said, ‘All right, That’s 
it! I’m going to stop writing about 
him. I’m going to move on and do 
other things.’ Nobody then could 
have accused me of trying to cash 
in on the name. 

“Then I mulled it over,” Hol¬ 
land noted, “and I thought per¬ 
haps if I’d been living in the 
States and I’d been American, I 
• t= might have done it. People 
would have just slapped me on 
the back and said, ‘Good for you,’ 
and then forgotten about it. But 
the English are snipers by nature. 
I just thought all I’m going to do 
if I do change the name back is 
to build up a whole lot of trou¬ 
ble for myself. People are going 
to bicker about it behind my 
back, and do I really want that? I 
thought it would be lovely to 
have the name back, but perhaps 
I have to admit that I didn’t real¬ 


son about his drinking habits. 
“Was it a favourite drink — iced 
champagne?” asks Carson. 

“Yes, strongly against my doc¬ 
tor’s orders,” answers Wilde. 

“Never mind your doctor’s or¬ 
ders!” retorts Carson. 

“I don’t,” quips Wilde. “It has 
all the more flavour if you discard 
the doctor’s orders.” 

Though the gallery was 
charmed by Wilde’s performance, 
the Crown was not. Wilde 
dropped his libel case against 
Queensberry, but the damage had 
been done. Damning evidence 
against Wilde, no doubt eagerly 
supplied by Queensbury, prompt¬ 
ed his arrest, trial, and conviction 
under the Criminal Law Amend¬ 
ment Act. This transcript pro¬ 


vides, for the first time, insight 
into the many tactical errors and 
other factors that worked against 
Wilde. It is also an intriguing and 
disturbing depiction of Victorian 
attitudes toward homosexuality, 
and a sad chapter in the life of a 
great writer. T

i hough there have been many 
books about the 1895 scan¬ 
dal involving Oscar Wilde 
and Lord Alfred “Bosie” Douglas, 
and partial accounts of the ensu¬ 
ing legal proceedings, there has 
never been a complete transcript 
of the trials until now. Merlin 
Holland, Wilde’s grandson, notes 
in a lengthy introduction to the 
book that the longhand transcript 
was found in 2000 during prepa¬ 
rations for the British Library’s 
observance of the centenary of 
Wilde’s death. This edition pre¬ 
sents that transcript, plus that of 
a preliminary hearing. It also in¬ 
cludes reproductions of key docu¬ 
ments, photographs of the princi¬ 
pal players, and caricatures and il¬ 
lustrations from press coverage of 
the affair. 

Wilde had already achieved 
fame as a dramatist and novelist 
by the time he met Douglas, and 
his trial (for violation of the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act, 
which forbade indecent conduct 
between men) reads much like 
drama. In this case, it’s tragic 


farce. In his brief foreword, Sir 
John Mortimer describes the 
whole affair as “a deliberate exer¬ 
cise in self destruction.” Reading 
over the facts of the case, it’s diffi¬ 
cult to come to any other conclu¬ 
sion. 

Wilde initiated a libel suit 
against Douglas’ father, the Mar¬ 
quess of Queensbury, after the lat¬ 
ter left a note for Wilde at his club, 
addressed to “Oscar Wilde, posing 
sodomite.” But it was Wilde’s con¬ 
duct as a witness, and the evi¬ 
dence uncovered by the defense 
team during the trial, that led to 
Wilde’s arrest and imprisonment. 

Holland’s introduction pre¬ 
sents a useful summary of the se¬ 
quence of events that led to his 
grandfather’s undoing. As a fami¬ 
ly member, he also offers signifi¬ 
cant insight into the effect that the 
scandal had on Wilde’s wife, Con¬ 
stance, and their two sons, Cyril 
and Vyvyan (Merlin’s father). For 
all concerned, the story is a heart¬ 
breaking one. 

Constant support 

Holland maintains that Con¬ 
stance saw nothing amiss in the 
relationship between her husband 
and his handsome young male 
friend. She was, after all, used to 
seeing her successful husband 
enjoy the attentions of his admir¬ 
ers. Although Wilde’s lies were his 
undoing, his wife, true to her 
name, remained supportive of 
him. The scandal, of course,
